He read affidavits made by William 
lL. Parkhurst of the State Committee in 
Lunacy, and T. R. McGarr, Secretary of 
the Commission in Lunacy. 

In his affidavit Parkhurst, State Com- 
missioner in Lunacy, swears that he has 
been a member of the commission for five 
and a half years; that during the insum- 
bency of Gov. Odell but two contracts 
have been made by the commission with 
J. W. Matthews & Co.; that 70,000 pounis 
of tea at 23 cents a pound were purchased, 
and during the contract a dispute as to the 
quality arose; that deponent called Gov. 
Odell’s attention to the matter, and that 
the latter ordered him to notify the-firm 
that it must comply with the terms of the 
contract in every detail. He swears the 
nurchase by stewards 6f Middletown asy- 
um from the firm amounted to $2,220.72 
from Jan. 1, 1901, to Oct. 1, 1902.

I presume that 
the imputation which it is attempted to 
bring against me is, that through my al- 
leged connection with that firm, I have 
been instrumental in securing to it trade 
which it might not otherwise have ob- 
tained Such connection as I have with it 
is ax follows: 

“While upon a trip three years ago with 
Mr. Matthews. who has always been a close 
personal friend of mine, he unfolded to me 
a desire to increase his business, but ex- 
plained that he had not capital enough to 
properly do so. After listening to him, I 
said, laughingly, ‘‘I do not wish to engage 
in the grocery business, but if you desire 
it, I will lend you the money to invest in 
the business.”’ 

When the question of terms came up, it 
Was proposed that preferred stock should 
be issued to me as collateral for the loan, 
and that the consent of the common stock- 
holders of the company should be secured 
that I might at all times be secured 
with the understanding that my loan 
would be promptly met whenever I called 
upon the firm for it. I loaned this money 
to Mr. Matthews in the early part of April, 
1901. He has had the benefit of it, and I 
have received from him regularly 
terest upon it.

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PISTOL SHOTS FIRED 
IN A BELLEVUE WARD 


Panic Among Patients in Scramble 
to Dodge Bullets. 


It Took Ten Men to Overpower Peter 
N. Bain, Who Proclaimed Himself 
“Tracy the Outlaw.” 


Seventeen patients in the Bellevue alco- 
holic ward were thrown into a panic late 
yesterday afternoon by a patient, who, aft- 
er declaring aloud that he was “ Tracy 
the outlaw,” drew two revolvers from his 
pockets and fired several shots. He was 
overpowered before, any one had been in- 
jured, but it took ten men to subdue him. 

When the man opened fire there was the 
wildest confusion in the ward, cots were 
overturned, and men were thrown against 
the waHs, the patients endeavoring to get 
away from the man with the pistols, but 
when it was all over no one was seriously 
injured as a result of the panic. 

The patient who caused the trouble was 
taken to the hospital in a cab by a man 


who said he was Frank Carroll, of 678 Hal- 
sey Street, Brooklyn. Mr. Carroll said that 
the man with him was Peter N. Bain, sixty 
years old, and that he was a speculator, 
with offices at Park Row and Duane 
Street. Mr. Carroll said in the reception 
room that Mr. Bain had been drinking 
heavily and was on the verge of collapse. 
Bain was shaking nervously. 

After Mr. Carroll had gone two attend+ 
ants were detailed to take the patient to 
the alcoholic ward. Mr. Bain refused to go. 
Aithough sixty years of age, he is power- 
fully built, and easily resisted the efforts 
of the two men. wo more attendants 
were called, and Mr. Bain was taken to the 
ward. 

The attendants had just managed to get 
him inside of the door when ne jumped 
away trom them and ran to the west side 
of the room. With his back against the 
wall Bain waived his clinched fists in the 
air and called out: 

“TI am Tracy 
me!”’ 
In an instant Bain’s hands went into his 
hip pockets and he drew forth two pistols. 
The attendants started forward to stop 
him from shooting, when the man opened 
fire with both pistols, calling out at the 
same time: 

“ Tracy 
sight! ”’ 

Then four shots rang out in rapid suc- 
cession. The other patients in jhe room 
who had been aroused by the first cries of 
the man, began to tumble over each other 
in their efforts to get out of the way. They 
overturned cots, tables, and chairs, and 
patients were knocked down right and left. 

At this point Frank Carmichael and 
George McGear, attendants in the ward, 
rushed upon the man, and just as he fired 
two more shots they sprang upon him, They 
quickly wrenched the pistols away 
the man, but could not overpower him, for 
he was on his feet iff an instant and started 
for the door. Five attendants and five 
convalescing patients jumped for him, and 
he was overpowered and strapped to a cot. 

An examination was made of the patients 
in the room immediately, but none of them 
had been injured beyond a few slight abra- 
sions received in the stampede.

Prof. Lorenz stopped the operation at 
once and explained that the accident was 
the tenth that had occurred in the course 


of his caring for more than 1,000 cases of 
dislocation of the hip. The patient is kept 
securely bound in plaster bandages. 

“It postpones the operation,” he said, 
“but in no way affects the ultimate out- 
come. In fact, the patient is in better con-

HIGH PRICE FOR REAL ESTATE. 


Trust Company Pays at Rate of 811,- 
000 a Foot Front in Philadelphia.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 22.—The property 
at the southwest corner of Twelfth and 
Market Streets has been sold by Nathan 
Snellenburg to, the Continental Title and 
Trust Company for $500,000. There is a 


frontage of 45 feet 9 inches on Market 
Street and a depth of 102 feet on Twelfth 
Street. The price paid is at the rate of 
about $11,000 a foot front, and is the high- 
est price ever paid for real estate on Mar- 
ket Street. 

It is presumed that at the expiration of 
William H. Wanamaker’s lease, which has 
several years to run, the trust company, at 
present in the Stephen Girard Building, will 
erect a modern office building. 

The price paid is just double what Mr.

TELLS OF MOLINEUX’S 
HATRED FOR CORNISH 


Friend of Alleged Poisoner Explains 
Plan to Hurt Harpster. 


Defendant Identified as Man Who Nego- 
tiated for Mail Box—Justice Lam- 
bert Admits Some Barnet Letters. 


One by one the prosecution sought yester- 
day to forge links in a chain of evidence 
which, it is intended, shall ultimately bind 
Roland B. Molineux to responsibility for 
the murder of Mrs. Katharine J. Adams. 
While devoid of spectacular incident, the 
day was one of the keenest fighting on the 
part of the lawyers. There were more ob- 
jections to questions than on any previous 
day. Justice Lambert was more cautious 
and deliberate in giving his decisions. And 
as a result of the five and a half hours of 
the court's session a large amount of evi- 
dence was admitted which is believed by 
the District Attorney to be most damaging 
to the defendant. 

Most impértant was the statement of 
Rudolph F. Heiles, an accountant, that 
Molineux told him ‘‘ Cornish and Harpster 
were dirty, low villains,’ and the identifi- 
cation by Joseph J. Koch of Molineux as 
the man who applied to hire a letter box 
from him in the week of Dec. 12-17, 1898, 
at 1,620 Broadway. 

Though bitterly contested by the defense, 
Justice Lambert expressly ruled yesterday 
that the threé ‘“‘ Cornish letters ” should be 
admitted as relevant in this case, and he 
admitted the ‘“colorless’’ Barnet letters 
as standards of comparison. That is, in 
essential particulars, a victory for the 
prosecution. 

Lawyers who have attended this trial 
have remarked that Justice Lambert an- 
ticipates exceptions to his rulings. When 
he wants to overrule a point of the defense 
he remarks: .“‘I will let this stand and 
allow you the exception.” It is one of the 
Justice’s numerous ways of saving time. 

Dr. E. Styles Potter was the first wit- 
ness. He had been summoned to the Adams 
flat on the morning that Mrs. Adams took 
the poison. Mr. Black was not at all tender 
in his cross-examination of Dr. Potter. He 
asked the witness what Mrs. Rogers had 
said to him at the time of Mrs. Adams's 
death. He said that since the last trial he 
had lost his notes of this case. He did not 
remember having heard Mrs. Rogers say to 
Cornish: “* Don’t make this public. You 
know why.” 

AN EXPERT FOR THE PROSECUTION. 

Dr. Potter said he couldn’t explain how 
his notes had become mislaid. Mr. Black

Koch said that in June, 1898, he 
received a letter from the Newark office of 
Morris, Hermann & Co., signed Roland B. 
Molineux, asking for a sample of a period- 
ical. That letter was kept on file, Koch

neux.

Koch said that Molineux had come io him 
asking the terms for renting a letter box. 
Molineux stated it was for purposes of 
private correspondence.

He 
never saw. Molineux again until the Cor- 
oner’s inquest, he said. 

On Dec. 21, Koch related, a young man 
with a brown mustache, a light Alpine hat, 
and a buff overcoat came and rented a let- 
ter box in the name of ‘“ H. Cornish,”’ end 
that to that box there came three articles 
of mail. One was a letter from Frederick 
Stearns & Co. of Detroit, one was a box of 
Kutnow powders, the third was a package 
from Von Mohl & Co. of Cincinnati. The 
Stearns letter was delivered to a “ boy 
with buttons’’ who called, and the pack- 
ages were turned over to the police.

SOMEWHAT RESEMBLED CORNISH. 


Gov. Black then took up the witness. 

Q.—Did this defendant ever hire a letter box 
from you? A.—No. 

Q.—Describe the man who rented the letter 
box. A.—He was about five feet eight, wore a 
brown overcoat and a mustache. 

Q.—Did he resemble Harry Cornish? A.—He 
did, except as to his mustache. It was trained 
differently and grew differently from that of

Replying to further questions, Koch said 


that he had sold the story of the ‘ Cor-

John F. McIntyre, who was first Assist- 
ant District Attorney when this crime was 
committed, was called to tell of Cornish's 
visit to him on the morning of Mrs. 
Adams's death. Mr. McIntyre said that 
Cornish told him that he did not think he 
had an enemy in the world. Cornish did 
not manifest any signs of. reing ill. Mr. 
McIntyre was a friend of Mrs. Adams and 
of Mrs. Rogers. 

Charles D. Allen, a chemist, who was as- 
sistant to Molineux at Morris Hermann’'s 
in Newark, said the defendant had a well- 
equipped chemical laboratory. He and Me!- 
inevx frequently made  2xperiments in 
chemistry. He told of having written to 
Joseph Koch, at the request ef Molineux, 
for the magazine sample, regarding which 
Koch testified. He said he signed Moli- 
neux’s name, and placed his own initials, 
“Cc. D. A.,”’ dust below the name. He said 
the Hermanns manufactured prussian blue, 
which has cyanogen in it. The establish- 
ment also had dry mercury and sulphide of 
mercury.

Prof. Hilprecht of University of Penn- 
sylvania Describes Babylonian 
Discoveries.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 22.—Prof. Hil- 
precht delivered the third lecture of the 
course on ‘“‘ The History and Results of the 
Four Babylonian Expeditions of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania’’ here this after- 


Prof. Hilprecht took up the story of the 
researches from the time of the return of 
the explorers to Nippur in 1890, after hav- 
ing then abandoned the work temporarily 
because of the hostility of the Arabs. In 
the interim, he said, an epidemic of chol- 
era had swept throughout the country, 
which in a measure the Arabs attribyted to 
the exercise of superhuman powers by the 
explorers as a punishment for their wrong- 
doing: 

Work was resumed on the mound cover- 
ing the Temple of Baal with much larger 
forces of men. Within a short time the 
whole of the Parthian fortress, built on top 
of the temple ruins, was uncovered. 

Prof. Hilprecht said that’ among other 
discoveries there was found in one of the 
chembers of the outer wall a large number 
of tablets and other objects of lapis lazuli 
and other substances, the cuneiform, 
Saumarian, and Semitic inscriptions on 
which showed them to date back to periods 
3,000 years B. C. Wher the fortress was 
destroyed they were in the hands of a 
jeweler. _ 

“The history of one of these little tab- 
lets,’ said Prof.  Hilprecht, ‘is plainly 
written thereon, and assuredly substan- 
tiates the truth of the Biblical story of 
Abraham. ‘Three thousand years before 
Christ it was owned by a King, who pre- 
sented it to a deity, so that he might have 
long life. This fact he inscribed thereon. 
When Nippur was overthrown the conquer- 
ors carried this tablet with their other 
spoils to Susa. 


‘After a lapsé of nearly twelve hiindred ! 


years fmm the date of the inscription, it 
was retaken by another King and aguin 
placed in the temple. This time a second 
inscription was engraved upon the reverse 
side relating these facts. Hundreds of years 
after the jeweler secured it.”

Boston Judge Releases Prisoner 


Charged with Offense in Trans- 
vaal Before Annexation.

BOSTON, Oct. 22.—Judge Lowell of the 
United States District Court to-day upheld 
Joseph C, Taylor in his novel contention 
that the British Government had no right 
to hold and extradite him from the United 
States for an offense alleged to have been 
committed in Johannesburg, South Africa, 
prior to the annexation of the Transvaal 
to Great Britain. Judge Lowell ordered the 
release of the prisoner. 

Taylor was recently arrested in Boston 
on complaint of the British Consul. He 
was charged with the larceny of a large 
sum of money in Johannesburg. Accord- 
ing to the complaint, the offense was com- 
mitted between Oct. 1, 1899, and Feb. 1, 
1900. On this account the ace ewe coun- 
sel contended that the British Government 
had no authority in the gase.

Hundreds of Democrats of varied Demo- 
cratic schools gathered in the Manhattan 
Club last night to meet the State nominees 
of the party, Bird, S. Coler, candidate for 
Governor, and ex-Senator David B. Hill 
were among those who made speeches be- 
fore supper was served late in the evening. 

Mr. Coler devoted his talk mainly to a 
discussion of two Federal questions—the 
control of corporations and the currency. 
He criticised President Roosevelt for his at- 
titude toward the former and Secretary 
Shaw for his actions in regard to the lat- 
ter. The recent actions of the Secretary of 
the Treasury were described as “ outside 
the law, if not against the law.”’ 

After leaving his National: subjects, the 
candidate talked about State matters, in- 
cluding the canals and the charitable in- 
stitutions.

SPEECH OF MR. COLER. 


The clubhouse, which was tastily decor- 
ated in honor of the occasion, began to fill 
up early in the evening, and Mr. Coler, who 
dined there with Justice Truax, was busy 
shaking hands after 7 o'clock. When it 
came time for him to speak, he was greeted 
with prolonged cheering and applause. He 
read his speech from printed manuscript. 
After beginning with congratulations over 


‘the harmonious co-operation of all Demo- 
crats in this campaign,” he talked briefly 
about tariff reform, and then spoke at 


length on “the centralizing policy of the 
Republican Party.” 

‘“The proposal that the States are pow- 
erless to regulate their own affairs, and 
that Federal control is the only means of 
preventing the abuse of corporate power,” 
he said, ‘‘is a stigma which comes with 
iil grace from a citizen of New_York, 
whether he be the President of the United 
States or no. * * * If the intelligence of 
our people is not adequate to cope with the 
corporations which they have created and 
to submit them to proper restraints, then 
it is doubtful if the people of other States, 
combined in the Federal Congress, is ade- 
quate for such a mission.” 

With such problems, continued Mr. Coler, 
New York or any other State was capable 
of dealing. Long ago, in urging State con- 
trol and regulation of accounts of. corpo- 
rations, he himself had laid down this 
maxim: 

‘““Whatever the State creates it shoull 
either supervise or control.’ 

He had further declared: 

‘‘The same power that creates that privi- 
lege by the grant of a charter to a number 
of persons to do business with cdvantage 
over the individual is in duty bound to pro- 
tect the rights of those who have not re- 
ceived similar favors, that all macy enjoy 
the equal rights suaranteed by the Consti- 
tution of the Nation and the organic laws 
of the States.’’ ¢ . 

Conferring upon Congress control of State 
corporations—"‘ the programme which has 
been outlined by the Chief Executive "— 
would mean that the court business affact- 
ing personal rights was to be transferred 
to Federal tribunals, the speaker said: 

“Do our opponents realize,” he pro- 
ceeded, “that this policy would mean the 
degradation of the State courts to little 
more than the functions of a Justice of the 
Peace or a Police Judge to try cases of 
individual assault and battery and petty 
larceny? Are they prepared to advocate a 
policy of such sweeping centralization, 
which would do away with the dignity of 
those courts, whose life is interwoven with 
the foundations of Anglo-Saxon liberty, 
courts that are the offspring of the earl- 
lest aspirations and highest achievements 
of our race?”’ 

Did labor, he continued, wish to have all 
its cases tried before Federal Judges? 
Might not a day come when the “ overfed 
and protected trust babies”’ would be so 
powerful. that they could snap their fin- 

gers at the President of the United States 
and render abortive any attempt he might 
make to enforce fair arbitration? 

“Did they not recently insult him to his 
face."’ erled Mr. Coler, “and refuse ta 
yleld until three weeks before election, 
after a five months’ struggle? Then only 
because the market was so seriously 
threatened that they were afraid of being 
financiaily disturbed in their plans of ex- 
tending further schemes of oppression! 
With Federal control “of all corporations, 
such as the President desires, and with 
many of those corporations dealing in the 
necessaries of life, .what relief may the — 
people expect, if those concerns hold by 
proxy the reins of the National Govern- 
ment?’”’ : . 

If the Republicans did realize the scope . 
of their proposals, argued the speaker, 
then they were strangely deceiving the 
American public in that they did not re- 
veal them in all their length and breadth. 
Napoleon might well have stood patent at. 
a licy of centralization involving. the 
taking away of B foag, ov vay from the State | 
courts In regard to bodies the States 
created and limiting their functions in 
porate matters to trivial causes. 
centralization would amount to the 
stitution of a system as despotic 
form gnd as dangerous in its 
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as Napoleon sought to engraft upon the 
ruins of the French Revplution. 

“The proposal to strike down the local 
and State courts,” said’ Mr. Coler, ‘‘ and to 
substitute a great centralized machine is a 
confession that the people of the State have 
Jost their own virility and their capacity 
io govern themselves, and that only a 
centralized bureaucracy is capable of giv- 
ing them laws. Such a system would con- 
ecentrate upon the Federal Congress, here- 
tofore comparatively free from corruption, 
all the forces of. intfigue and corporate 
pressure which are now charged upon State 
Legislatures, and would make a place in 
the Federal law-making body the most 
valuable. prize of a 
ahd freebooter.” 

Obviously, he continued, the Republicans 
had been asking the public in this cam- 
paign to indorse either a masked scheme 
of vast proportions or a scheme presented 
without due consideration of the far- 
reaching consequences which would be 
obliged to result. 


THE CURRENCY QUESTION. 

The currency question was the next one 
tcuched on by Mr. Coler. In dealing with 
problem, he said, the Repub- 
licans were displaying the same disposition 
to play with the law that they exhibited in 
Federal control of corpora- 
tions, and instead of secking to solve great 
problems they were using these problems 
as pawns to maintain themselves in power. 


After the Democratic Party had begun to 
seek a cure for currency evils, the oppos- 
ing party had gotten into power again and 
had secured Democratic votes by promising 
a solution of the difficulties. : 

Had the promise been fulfilled? The Re- 
publican National Convention had declared 
in favor of making the currency responsive 
to the needs of the Nation, taking into con- 
sideration ull sections; but since they ac- 
quired power many sessions of Congress 
had passed without a remedy. 

“When the New York market felt the 
effects of this shortsighted policy, Mr. 
Coler went on, ‘‘ the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, after declaring that he would do cer- 
tain things, felt compelled to do them out- 
side the law, if not against the law, in or- 
der to avert the consequences of violated 
pledges by his party in Congress. 

“The question of a proper currency is one 
which earnestly presses for solution. It has 
been made a plaything by the party in 
og to deceive independent voters into 
he belief that something was to be done 
when nothing serious was proposed. The 
Democratic Party in this State and Nation 
possesses the men capable of solving it, and 
solving it according to the judgment of the 
ablest financiers. The election of a strong 
Democratic delegation in Congress from the 
State of New York and the election of the 
Democratic State ticket next November 
will go far to give to New York that posi- 
tion of influence in the councils of the Na- 
tional Democratic Party which will permit 
the honest solution of vital problems in- 
stead of leaving them to be the plaything 
of politics as they have been for the past 
six years of Republican rule.” 

Having finished his-discussion of National 
questions, Mr. Coler talked about State 
matters, mentioning first the canals. 

“Wherever waterways exist,"’ he said, 
“‘all nations of the civilized world are now 
spending vast millions in their improve- 
ment, because even the development of the 
railroad to its present high state of effi- 
ciency has left unchallenged the fact that 
water transportation under like develop- 
ment is by far the cheaper. Coal is carried 
west from Buffalo on the great lakes at a 
quarter of a mill per ton mile, which is 
twelve times lower than the lowest coal 
rate upon any railroad in the United States 
Such waterway improvement is the pol- 
icy of England, France, Germany, Belgium, 
and Russia; and evén our neighbor, Can- 
ada, has expended out of her limited re- 
sources $86,000,000 for the purpose of divert- 
ing New York’s commerce to Montreal 
through the Welland Canal, which is a 
fourteen-foot canal accommodating vessels 
of 2.200 tons. 

“The Democratic Party ruled the State 
of New York when the Erie Canal was 
built; 
when the Democratic Party ruled in the 
State, and now under the changed condi- 
tions of modern commerce that same Erie 
Canal urgently needs further immediate en- 
lergement to a one-thousand-ton barge 
capacity, with terminal facilities suitable 
fcr handling both through and local traffic. 
The Democratic latform so declares 
suvarely and unequivocally, and the canal 
history of the State justifies full belief in 
that declaration by every citizen who is in 
earnest in urging canal enlargement as the 
paramount issue of this campaign. 


DEMOCRACY THE CANAL PARTY. 


“The Democratic Party is and always 
has been a canal party; such are its tradi- 
tions, such is its history. The Republican 
platform in general terms favors some 
vague, undefined sort of canal enlargement; 
it is a platform’ meant for campaign pur- 
‘poses only; it is a platform meant to de- 
esive. After reading the canal plank in 


the Democratic platform, Gov. Odell, in his 
letter of acceptance, adopts it in preference 
to the declaration of hisiown party; he sud- 
deniy discovers that he also is in favor of 
a one-thousand-ton barge canal. Is this 
because of a change of conviction on his 
part since last Winter, when he entertained 
entirely different ideas, or, is it because 
some of his friends have told him that it 
might be better to be -n favor of a one- 
ihousand-ton barge canal—at least until 
after election? 

“But even if the people should accept 
at its full face value Gov. Odell’s apparent 
conversion to a Democratic doctrine, it is 
certain that the Republican Party cannot 
be trusted with the vast problem of canal 
enlargement, because it is essentially a 
railroad party.” 

After recalling that the care of the insane 
and State charities absorbed nearly one- 
third of the State revenues, Mr. Coler said 
that the real objects of the institutions 
ought fot to be overlooked in the desire to 
make a record of economy. 

“ There is a standard of passive care,” he 
declared, ‘“‘and another standard of »9ro- 
gressive care, aided by modern medi-n! 
treatment and judicial sympathy. I anyseif 
believe that the mandates of humanity and 
enlightened policy alike call for remedial 
rather than custodial care of the inmates 
of our institutions. It should be our aim, 
as far as possible, to cure our insane .ni 
to make our helpless ones independent and 
enpable of supporting themselves. 

“To dbtain these results the policy of 
this State for rears has been to enlist high- 
minded and well-known citizens in the 
overstght of its charitable work, and thus 
there has been ‘developed a iarge body of 
sincere workers, who, as managers of our 
institutions, have done much to aid 
helpless wards. These volunteer workers 
fn the vast field of public charity have, by 
their personal character and sympathetic 


interest, afforded a guarantee to relatives | 


and friends thet no serious abuse would be 
allowed to exist. 

“The attitude of the present administra- 
tion toward charities and the insane has, 
however, been very different. We have 
noticed a growth of a steady policy of con- 
centration of administration at Albany, 
the urging of a more economic instead of a 
philanthropic care, and pronounced hostil- 
ity to local supervision. 
ot local supervision by boards of managers 
have been swept away from the care of the 
insane, and the opening attack has already 
been made on the system of public chari- 
ties by the appointment of a supervisor, 
who for many years has been custodian of 
the State Capitol. 

“ft does not seem possible that the citi- 
zens of this State can approve of the re- 
moval last Winter of over 100 active man- 
agers of our hospitals on charges which 
were filed subsequent to thelr removal, 
and were then proved to be baseless, since 
the acts comnmpintged of took place prior to 
1898, when the State Care act went into 
effect: nor do I believe they will approve of 
the policy which places the care of the 
State charities in charge of a man whose 
charitable experience has been acquired as 
the janitor of a public building.”

KERNAN ON THE COAL PLANK. 


John Kernan, son of ex-United States 
Senator Kernan of this State, was the next 
speaker. He was the only speaker of the 
evening who referred to the plank of the 
Democratic State platform in favor of the 
nationalization of anthracite coal fields. 
“I take it,” said Mr. Kernan, “that the 
coal plank which is sneered at by our op- 
ponents is intended to be accepted by all 
reasonable and sensible men as a last re- 
sort and not as an immediate step. It can- 
not fairly be treated as discouraging all ef- 
forts of statesmanship to postpone the per- 
plexities that will ensue from government 
ownership of coal mines, nor is it intended 
to condemn all efforts at the settlement of 
labor difficulties by either voluntary or 
compulsory arbitration, of which that ye- 
cently forced upon the operators by the 
President is a type. ; . See 

“This plank ig not Socialistic, but it is 
an outgrowth of the present idea that the 
ownership in private hands of the small 
area of anthracite coal mines in this coun- 
try will ultimately lead inevitably to such 
labor disturbances, to such methods of self- 
ish administration, to such disregard of 
the third party to the controversy—the 
people—as that the people for their own 
protection will be forced in time to own 
sufficient coal land at least so that during 
periods of industrial strife and agitation 
they may have coal with which to live their 
lives in happiness. 

“This is a far-seeing plank in the Demo- 
cratic platform, and it Is designed to eall 
the attenuon of the people to the fact that 
in future such ownership will become neéces- 
sary if the people cannot otherwise be sup- 
plied with coal. It is better to take the 
warning of the Democratic platform now 
upon this question and to support it, know- 
ing that the Democratic arty will not 
proceed any further than the necessity of 
the people, for which it always stands, de- 
mands.’’

which virtually concerns all the people of 
the country. It is quite clear that the 
resident's views should be furnished to 
the public before and not after the coming 
election. The last public utterance of the

President upon the coal tariff question was 
his declaration that there was. no tariff 
duty upon anthracite coal, although the 
records of Congress showed .the fact to be 
otherwise, and furtner showed that there 
was a debate in Congress in regard to the 
policy of the imposition of such a tax. 

“ ‘**Every coal consumer in the State of 
New York should demand of-.the Repub- 
lican President and of the Republican can- 
didates for Congress that they immediately 
declare before this election their views as 
io the continuance of a tariff duty upon 
enthracite voal. 

**And Senator Platt himself should not 
longer dodge the question as to his own 
atuitude on. this subject. Gov. Odell, in 
behalf of his party, should declare the 
party policy in is State upon this mat- 
ter. It is a serious condition which con- 
fronts the coal consumers of the State. The 
prices of coal are extortionate—how long 
must they continue so? It is easy for Gov- 
ernors and United States Senators to send 
out to the press, as was recently done, 
elaborate accounts of their alleged ‘ de- 
fiant’ and ‘courageous attitude’ in the 
presence of various coal ownérs givin 
conversations which never occurred, an 
‘demands’ which were never made, but 
their official erate can be better tested 
when it is ascertaind whether they have 
the moral “a to take a stand upon 
the question of the continuance of a turiff 
My upon the necessary fuel of the peo- 
ple.” 

PURCHASE OF STATE SUPPLIES. 


The concluding part of Mr. Hill’s speech 
referred directly to the charges made about 
the purchase of supplies inthe charitable 
institutions under State control. Mr. Hill 
said: 

“The exposures which have been made 
during the past six months and are still 


being made in reference to the present 
State Administration show that a startling 
state of corruption exists in almost every 
department. 

“It now appears that the ‘raid’ upon 
the charitable institutions of the State 
made last Winter by the Odell administra- 
tion was not only political but mercena 
in its character. Its rea] purpose was not 
merely to secure complete control of all 
the official positions to be had in the 
various charitable institutions, but to con- 
trol the purchase of supplies therein. 

“The tavored recipient of official patron- 
age was the corporation of J. W. Matthews 
& Co. of Newburg, the home of Gov. Odell. 
His personal interest in that corporation 
has now been demonstrated-in disclosures 
first published in The Schenectady Evening 
Star of Monday last. I do not care to de- 
tail the charges here. They have been ex- 
tensively published, and every elector 
should read them. Every thoughtful citizen 
who observed the attack upon the charita- 
ble institutions and their management dur- 
ing the last legislative session could not 
understand the real motive behind the 
same. There had béen no —— lodged 
against these institutions. heir philan- 
thropic and patriotic managers were dis- 
charging their duties satisfactorily. There 
was no public demand for Executive inter- 
ference. 

“Now that mercenary motive has been 
shown. The political motive was shown 
when Gov. Odell appointed as Fiscal Super- 
visor of the accounts of these institutions 
the political henchman of the Chairman of 
the Republican State Executive Committee, 
and assumed virtual control of the appoint- 
ment of the stewards of these institutions 
and removed the Board of Managers 
thereof. 

“It has been shown further that the 
Chairman of the Republican State Execu- 
tive Committee is financially interested in 
the State printing ring at Albany, the ex- 
pone of which public printing has been 
ncreased hundreds of thousands of dollars 
during the past few years. 

“It has been shown that the Banking 
Department withholds or grants charters 
for trust companies at the instance, sugges- 
tion, or regard of Republican politicians of 
the locality who receive large compensation 
for their official influence with that de- 
partment. The public cannot have forgot- 
ten the Knipp incident, whereby the dis- 
closures connected with the Banking De- 
partment compelled his withdrawal as the 
Republican candidate for Senator for that 
district. It is unnecessary to multiply in- 
stances. ‘Turn the rascals out’ is the 
remedy of the people and the pressing de- 
mand of the hour.’ 

When Mr. Hill had completed his pre- 
pared speech he was greeted with con- 
tinued applause. Spurred on by thé enthu- 
siasm, he spoke about three minutes ex- 
temporaneously, and said that from a trip 
he made through the State the signs of the 
times were auspicious for Democratic vic- 
tory. In conclusion Mr. Hill said: 

“It is the duty of all men who claim to 
/be Democrats to stand together, forgetting 
small differences, and march together !ike 
the Macedonian phalanx of old; shoulder 
to shoulder, and with shields interlocked, 
to the victory that surely awaits.’’ : 

Mr. Hill was ashered out into crowded 
Fourteenth Street under the escort of five 
policemen and Senator Thomas F, Grady. 


BULGER AND LITTLETON SPEAK. 


Chairman Nixon then introduced Charles 
N. Bulger, candidate for Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor. He was greeted with a long burst 
of applause, and many of the politicians 
remembered Judge Bulger as the man who 
stigmatized Richard Croker at the State 
Convention two years ago. Judge Bulger 
also spoke of the necessity for tariff re- 
vision, and he said that the fact that the 
Republicans were able to settle the coal 
strike was proof that they could have done 
so five months ago if they wanted to do so 
Martin W. Littleton, who was permanent 
Chairman of the Democratic State Conven- 
tion, made a speech, in concluding which 
he said: 

“Our party, as I understand it, is 
pledged against the continued alliance be- 
tween the Government and private monop- 
oly. An alliance under the influence of 
which monopoly is first created with spe- 
cial privileges and then protected in the en- 
joyment of those privileges. Our party 
does not seek to take from the monoply, 
but asks that the monopoly shall not have 
the aid of the Goverfitng in taking from us. 
We do not ask the Government to support 
the people, but we do ask the Government 
to keep the monopolists off while the peo- 
ple support themselves. 

“The Government owes no man a living, 
but it does owe him an equal opportunity 
with every other man to make a living. 
There is not or ought not to be any con- 
flict between the rich and the poor so long 
as the rich d6 not get their riches or use 
them at the expense of the poor, and so 
long as the poor shall not attempt to es- 
cape from their poverty at the expense of 
the rich. Our party should represent a 
serious struggle for the equality of oppor- 
tunities. A resolute purpose to have the 
race of life start even, whatever may be 
the finish.’’ 

Following Mr. Littleton’s speech, John 
B. Stanchfield was introduced. He took the 
administration of Gov. Odell to task for 
the savings bank tax and the steady 
process toward the centralization of pow- 
ers, which, he declared, should be vested 
in the authorities of the various municipali- 
ties in State boards at Albany. 

William A. Barber, Vice President of the 
Tilden Club, spoke next, after which the 
band played ‘‘ The Star-Spangled Banner,” 
and Mr. Nixon declared the meeting ad- 
journed. Then from all parts of the audi- 
ence came several cries of ‘‘ Grady! Gra- 
dy!”* and when finally the “ silver-tongued 
orator ’’ made his appearance on the plat- 
form the Wigwam resounded with cheers. 
He declared: 

“We will win a.victory all along the line 
in November. A mere victory must not, 
however, be our only achievement. We 
must roll up such substantial majorities as 
will impress every Democrat from Maine 
to California that in the next Presidential 
campaign New York will not be an uncer- 
tain State."’ 


EAST SIDE DEMOCRATS 
HAVE A BIG PARADE. 


More Than 15,000: Men Are Reviewed 
by Mr. Coler—Line of March 
is Broken. 


The East Side Democracy sent forth 
15,000 or 20,000 of its voters last night to 
parade in honor of Bird 8. Coler and his as- 
sociates on the ticket. There were great 
demonstrations in Fourteenth Street, be- 
fore Tammarty Hall, in Broadway, and in 
front of the Manhattan Club, where the 
nominee for Governor reviewed the parade. 
There were minor demonstrations all 
around the town, for the procession, though 
it managed to keep united while passing 
Tammany Hall, soon afterward broke up 
and kept the nominee out in the cold much 
longer than had been intended. 

The paraders carried all kinds of cam- 
paign devices. That of the First District, 
led by Daniel B. Finn, was perhaps the 


most elaborate. Blectric lights, supplied 
by storage batteries, outlined a star and 
the face of Mr. Coler. One transparency 
displayed these words: ‘‘C for Coler and 
C for coal,’ “B for Bulger and B for 
beef,’’ ‘‘No colonies, no subjects,”’ ‘‘ No 
sham reform,” ‘ Free sugar for Cuba."

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HOPES AND FEARS OF 
UP STATE DEMOCRATS 


Canvass the Most Thorough 
Since the Flower Campaign. 


Onondaga County Returns Show 
Chance of Cutting Roose- 
velt Majority—Fear That 
Coler’s Coal Plank 
Repudiation Will 
Be Costly. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Oct. 22.—Ex-Mayor 
McGuire of this city said to-day that the 
Democrats have made the most thorough 
canvass of the State which has been made 
by the Democratic Party since ‘Roswell P. 
Flower’s campaign. The results, he 
are eminently satisfactory to the party 
managers. Mr. McGuire spoke with entire 
frankness of what had been done. He said: 
“The State Committee has allowed $10 
tor the canvass of every district. There 
are, on an average, about 300 voters to a 
district, and one man can do the work in 
three days. All the reports from this 
county are in and the showing is 
which gives us great encouragement. 
canvassers in this county have not found 
a single Democrat who said that he intend- 
ed to vote the ticket this 
This means we will poll the 
Democratic vote for the State ticket 
year, and the opposition which has 
stirred up among the Republicans over the 
nomination of Attorney General Davies for 
the Supreme bench, and other causes, will 
bring us a number Re- 
publican votes. Roosevelt's majority 
Onondaga County when he ran for Gov- 
ernor in 1898 was 6,187. I have no hesita- 
tion in saying that we that 
majority at least 2,000 this year and we 
hope to cut it almost in half.” 

Democratic leaders here that 
Coler’s repudiation of the plank of 
Democratic platform advocating the Gov- 
ernment ownership of anthracite coal mines 
will cost him in the neighborhood of 1,000 
votes.

When Mr. McGuire was Mayor ne 
tried to win them over to the Democratic 
ranks by making their acknowledged lead 
er, Erasmus Pellicnz, Fire Marshal. The 
result, he says, just the opposite of 
that for which he hoped. At the next elec- 
tion the Socialists polled over 300 vot»:, 
and the balance cf their vote, Mr. McGuire 
believes, went to his Republican opponent, 
the Socialists resenting the notion tht 
their support could be won by the apn- 
pointment of one of their number to a good 
oftice, 

Mr. McGuire has made a number of 
speeches here since the campaign G6pened, 
and expects to confine his electioneering 
efforts to this county. He is thrusting the 
coal plank forward in all his addresses, 
and Republican orators are endeavoring to 
mitigate the influence of his appeals to the 
Socialistic element by frequent references 
to President Roosevit’s proposal for Fed- 
eral control of the trusts. Mr. McGuire has 
found himself handicapped in the cam- 
pagin he is making by Mr. Coler’s refusal 
to stand on the plank which he is making 
the great issue, but he is telling his audi- 
ences that in respect to the coal plank the 
party platform counts for more than the 
utterances of its leading candidate. 

“Mr. Coler,"’ said Mr. McGuire, to-day to 
a group with whom he was discussing the 
coal plank, “did not see fit, it is true, to 
stand by this ceclaration of his party, But 
in repudiating the coal plank of the Demo- 
cratic platform did he do any more than 
Gov. Odell did with regard to the canal 
ylank of the Republican platform? The 

epublicans at Saratoga had the proposi- 
tion for a 1,000-ton barge canal put up to 
them squarely, and they refused to stand 
for it. When Odell saw the probable ef- 
fect of his party’s action in this respect 
he came out in his speech of acceptance 
for the very proposition which his party 
had rejected. He is just as much open to 
criticism and attack for his action with 
regard to the Republican Convention's 
canal plank as Mr. Coler is for his atti- 
tude toward the coal plank of the Demo- 
cratic platform.”

SECRETARY MOODY HOPEFUL. 


Back from Western Trip, He Says Re- 
publicans Will Maintain Supremacy 
in States He Visited. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. Secretary 
Moody, who has returned from an extended 
stumping tour in the West, is confident 
the Republicans will maintain their suprem- 
acy in the States he visited. 

During his trip Mr. Moody spoke in Illi- 
nois, Kansas, Nebraska, and Wisconsin, 
and in those States as well as in those 
which he passed through, he saw no evi- 
dence that would justify apprehension of 
reverses for the Republicans. 

In Nebraska, he thinks, the Republicans 
have reason for the belief that they will 
increase their representation in the House 
of Representatives by a net gain of two 
members. Mr. Moody says there is consid- 
erable indifference to the campaign in the 
West, but he does not interpret that as 
being unfavorable to Republican chances 
for success.

‘““Whether or not the strike 
campaign out in that section,”’ said Mr.

DELAY IN COAL MINING 


Output Will Be Small for Several 
Weeks to Come. 


Colli -ies Must Be Put in Shape for 
Working —Cars Being Hurried For- 
ward—Troops Not Yet Withdrawn. 


Special to The New York Times. 

READING, Penn., Oct. 22.—Officials of 
the Reading Company expect that the larg- 
est shipments of coal will be made this 
week from Western Schuylkill County, 
where Brookside, Lincoln, and Good Spring 
Collieries have been in partial operation 
for weeks. It is from these mines that 
coal has been coming all through the strike, 
and they are in good condition for opera- 
tions full-handed. 

Preparations for the resumption: of coal 
mining on a large scale are being made by 
all the operators in the Schuylkill region. 


To-day coal train crews and engines were | 


hurried forward, and many empty cars 
were sent up the main line. Inspectors 
have been sent to examine the condition of 
the 10,000 coal cars stored at Cressona, 
Mahanoy City, and St. Clair. There are 
also about twenty boats at Port Clinton 
ready to be loaded with anthracite. 

From the closest estimates made by 
Reading Railway officials, not more than 
40,000 tons will be mined and ready for 
shipment this week. As to next week, they 
say that if they are able to secure 100,000 
tons between Monday and Saturday they 
will be satisfied. 

These figures are significant when it is 
remembered that the Philadelphia and 
Reading Coal and Iron Company controls 21 
per cent. of ihe entire anthracite output. 
Their daily tonnage under normal circum- 
stances is 40,000 tons per day, or 240,000 
tons per week. ‘The officials say it will 
take many months to get the anthracite 
market into normal condition. 


WILKESBARRE, Oct. 22.—Rapid prog- 
ress is being made by all the coal com- 
panies in the anthracite region toward a 
general resumption of coal mining. The 
suspension officially ends at 7 o'clock to- 
morrow morning, but the quantity of coa! 
that will be mined this week wiil not be 
great. Itis not believed that 25 per cent. of 
the norma! production will be reached until 
some time next week. There are a num- 
ber of mines that will not be in condition 
for operation for several months, and there 
are others that will not be ready forethe 
iren under two or three weeks, 

The day was devoted to a general inspec- 
tien at most collieries to see what is needed 
in the way of repairing before the men can 
cut coal. The nearly six months’ idleness 
has in many instances rusted breaker ma- 
chinery, which may cause some delay in 
sterting. Notwithstanding the many draw- 
backs, however, the company officials are 
confident there will be plenty of coal for 
distribution before real cold weather sets in. 

Thousands of men of every class made 
application for work to-day. Under the 
decision of the convention those indirectly 
employed in cutting and handling coal can- 
not return to work until to-morrow, but 
workmen who are needed to make repairs 
and otherwise place the workings in condi- 
tion for'‘operation were reinstated to-day 
wherever needed. There were many disap- 
pointments, however, principally among 
the engineers and pumpmen. It is the opin- 
ion of the workers that the Superintendents 
will find a way to re-employ all of them. 
Company Superintendents said to-day there 
would be no discrimination in taking back 
men, except that where men have commit- 
ted violence or were otherwise unduly ag- 
gressive during the progress of the strike. 

Celebrations in honor of the ending of the 
strike were continued in many towns of 
the Wyoming Valley to-day. Plymouth 
had a big time in the morning, and Plains, 
outside of this city, celebrated to- 


Just 
night. 

President Mitchell is now engaged in pre- 
paring the miners’ side of the case to 
present to the commission. He will appear 
before the tribunal, and will have with him 
a number of assistants. He held a confer- 
ence with National Secretary-Treasurer W. 
B. Wilson to-day, and the latter left for 
National Headquarters of the Mine Work- 
ers ‘aj Indianapolis late this afternoon. It 
is very likely that soon after his arrival 
there an announcement will be sent out to 
terminate the collection of strike assess- 
ment levied. in July on all unions of the 
coal miners. 

The troops in this region have not yet 
received orders to leave for home, and 
none is expected now until after the col- 
lierles get well started. 


TO PROTECT GUARDSMAN. 


Steps to Prevent Trial of a Sentry for 
Shooting a Man in Coal Regitn. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., Oct. 22.—Gov. 
Stone to-day requested Attorney General 
Wikin to appear with the Judge Advocate 
Generals cf the Division and the Second 
lsyrigade before Judge Maar atPottsville 
next Monday and resist thé application which 
has been made for a writ of habeas corpus 
upon Col, Rutledge of the Eighteenth Regi- 
ment for the surrender for trial of Private 
Wadsworth, who is charged with shooting 
William Durham at Shenandoah while on 
sentry duty. Mr. Elkin and his associates 
have been directed by the Governor to make 
answer as to the facts and resist the issu 
ance of the suit. 

The Governor says he expects the Judge 
will refuse the writ, as the guard officials 
contend that Private Wadsworth was sim- 
ply obeying the orders of the officer of the 
guard when he tired the shot that killed 
Durham. 


SHENANDOAH, Penn., Oct. 22.—Deputy 
Sheriff Nicholas Brown Miller came up 
from Pottsville this afternoon and attempt- 
ed to serve on Col. Rutledge of the Eight- 
eenth Regiment the writ issued by Presi- 
dent Judge Bechtel, commanding’ the 
Colonel to produce the body of Private 
Arthur Wadsworth at the Pottsville Court 
House on next Monday morning. 

The Sheriff was not permitted.to pass 
through the lines, and did not succeed in 
serving the paper. He will make another 
effort to-morrow morning. 


DYNAMITE IN STRIKE REGION. 


Two Houses Wrecked in Port Carbon, 
Penn.—Strike Sympathizers Accused. 


POTTSVILLE, Penn., Oct. 22.—The homes 
of ‘Mrs. Harry Schrodding and Charles 
Shiery, at Port Carbon, Penn., were badly 
damaged by dynamite this morning. The 
house of Peter Weaver escaped a similar 
fate because the fuse To the explosive did 
not burn its full length. 

Mrs. Schrodding’s two sons and the other 
men named were non-union workmen, and 
the deed is charged to strike sympathizers, 


NON-UNION MINERS BEATEN. 


Three Italians Set Upon by Mob Near 
Scranton, Penn. 


SCRANTON, Penn., Oct. 22.—Three Ital- 
jans, who have been working at the Lodge 
washery of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Company during the strike, 
were set upon by a mob as they were re- 
turning from work this evening and given 
a bad beating. 

Two of them were rescued by the city po- 
lice and taken to the Lackawanna Hospital. 
The third, Joseph Braun, got away from 
the crowd before the police arrived, and 
ran to Bellevue. 

Four men set upon him again, and after 
beating him into insensibility threw him 
over a fence into the yard of a dwelling. 
His injuries will not prove fatal. 


Union Miner Beaten by Mistake. 
HAZLETON, Penn., Oct. 22.—Mistaken 
for a non-unionist, Camila Isabeck, a 
United Mine Worker, was badly beaten 
upon returning to his home at Cranberry 
to-day from Pittsburg, where he had been 


employed since the strike began. His al- 
leged assailants, two men from this cily, 
were arrested by soldiers,and brought to 
town, where they were placed under bail 
for court. A woman, who witnessed the 
assault, tried to prevent the soldiers from 
arresting the men by pointing a revolver 
at them.

ber or fuel could be carried to them. His 
line, he said, reached all Illinois coal fields, 
and up to a few years ago the supply actu- 
ally exceeded the demand. It was neces- 
sary to find new markets, and soft coal 
not being. susceptible of transhipment be- 
cause easily broken, a permanent connec- 
tion with other lines was sought and finally 
found in these Northwestern States, there- 
by bringing the shipper and consumer 
closer together. 

Mr. Day, Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion Attorney, cross-examined Mr. Harris. 
The latter declared that in Western lum- 
ber rates there had been a material re- 
duction to the people in Nebraska and Mis- 
souri River points 

Recurring to the coal shipments, he said 
the union of interests avoids the reship- 
ment of coal in St. Paul, and makes pos- 
sible the hauling of unbroken trains from 
the coal fields to Northern Minnesota. 
His road, he said? was managed by its 
Directors, as it had always been. 

Mr Day persisted in questions as to 
where President Harris got his orders. Mr. 
Harris said there had been no change at 
any time in”his orders, and that the Di- 
rectors seemed to think he had some com- 
mon sense and might use it. He believed 
thoroughly in publicity in rates, and said 
rates were steadily going out of use. The 
benefits of the union of interest could not 
be fully evident until everybody got 
through talking about it, and shippers be- 
came convinced that such union was per- 
manent. ¥ \ 

An adjournment was taken till to-mor- 
row. 


Panic on Immigrant Ferryboat. 

The Ellis Island ferryboat John G. Car- 
lisle was bringing 400 immigrants to the 
Barge Office landing about noon yesterday 
when just off the Battery her tiller ropes 
parted, and the Carlisle began to swing 
around with the tide. Panic immediately 
seized the immigrants, most of whom were 
Italians, when they saw the boat drift- 
ing, and the crew had to stretch a number 


of ropes across the foward deck to keep 
them from jumping overboard, Capt. Reilly 
ran the boat on the rocks between the Bat- 
tery pier and the public baths, and a 
gangplank landed the immigrants in Bat- 
tery Park. A tug took the ferryboat to 
Hoboken for repairs.

THE “LANSING MAN” 


Believed to be the Oldest Skeleton 
Found in This Country. 


Scientists Discuss the Antiquity of Man 
—Two Delegates from Mexico 
in a Controversy. 


Man's antiquity was discussed by the In- 
ternational Congress of Americanists at the 
meeting yesterday in the American Museum 
ef Natural History. The ‘‘ Lansing man,”’ 
the skull and a few bones, said to be at 
least 8,000 and perhaps 30,000 years old, 
found by a farmer near Lansing, Kan,, in 
February last, was on exhibition, and the 
reports of those who have conducted the in- 
vestigations of the remains and the cir- 


cumstances connected with the discovery 


were read. 


Dr. Ales Hrdlicka of the American Mu- , 


seum, who has made the most thorough 
study of the ‘“‘ Lansing man,”’ 
persons whose papers were read 
spoke at the meeting of the congress, 
showed extreme caution against premature 
conjecture as to the age of the skull, hav- 
ing in mind, as one of them explained after 
the session, the trickery by which scientists 
had been victimized in the past in similar 
matters, But the general belief is that the 
“Lansing man” is the oldest skeleton 
ever found on this continent. 

Dr. G. A. Dorsey cf the Field Columbian 
Museum, who “‘ presented ”’ the “‘ man’ to 
the congress, expiafned that the skull was 
plainly that of a man, about fifty-five 
years of age, 6 feet in height, whose loWer 
limbs showed greater development than the 
upper. The skull, he said, was practically 
identical with the skuil of the ordinary 
plains Indian of to-day. Martin Concannon, 
a farmer living near Lansing, was digging 
a trench when his two sons found the 
bones. The skull had been broken, but 


| had been repaired, and is in fair condition 
| tor scientific inspection. 


include | 


He then read the detailed report of the 
study, in which Dr, Hrdlicka said: 

“The inevitable conclusion from the ex- 
amination, which was conducted absolutely 
without any prejudice or preformed opinion, 
is that the Lansing skeleton is practically 
identical with the ordinary to-day male 
skeleton of a large majority of the Middle 
and Eastern States Indians. Any assump- 
tion that it is thousands of years old would 
carry with it not only the comparatively 
easily acceptable assumption of so early an 
existence of man on this continent, but 
also a very much further reaching and far 
more difficult conclusion, that this man 
was Eeyeany identical with the present- 
day Indian, and that his physical charac- 
teristics during all the thousands of years 
assumed as having passed since his exist- 
ence have undergone absolutely no impor- 
tant physical modification.” 

Dr. 8S. W. Williams said, in part: 

“As to the age of the deposits in which 
the bones were found, I can offer no de- 
cided opinion except that they are of the 
pleistocene time, contemporary with the re- 
cently extinct Equus fauna. Profs. Win- 
chell and Upham believe them to be of the 
Iowan or earlier stage of the glacial period. 
They may be correct, but I am not suffi- 
ciently familiar with glacialogical phenom- 
ena -to vouchsafe an opinion. I am only 
confident that the skeleton. dates from 
pleistocene times, and is old.” 

The remarks make the estimates as to 
the age of the *“‘ Lansing man's” remains 
range from a few hundred to several thou- 
sand years. 


TRENTON GRAVEL MAN. 


Prof. F. W. Putnam of Harvard Univer- 
sity and the American Museum told of the 


discovery of the so-called ‘“‘ Trenton gravel 
man’’ in the Delaware Valley several years 
ago. The “‘man” consists of only a few 
bones, but they have come to be recognized 


by scientists as the probable remains of a 
man who liveg several thousand years ago. 
As Prof. McGee of the Bureau of Amer- 


ican Ethnology expressed it, the scientists | 


now considered the ‘“ Trenton man” a 
“respectable man.’ The “ Lansing man,” 
he said, is as yet too young to justify more 
than cautious consideration. 
twelve years one man has been at work 
every day in the Delaware Valley with a 
trowel upturning the earth, foot by foot, 
in the hope of making other valuable dis- 
coveries. 

Prof. McGee, earlier in the day, spoke on 
“Some Fundamental Factors in Social Or- 
ganization.”’ In his address he denied that 
a “‘horde,”’ as designating an unorganized 
band of men and women, ever existed. 

That the Indians are of a higher status 
than is generallf conceded by the whites, 
was the contention of Constance Coddard 
Du Bois, who read a paper on the mythol- 
ogy and ideals and practices of the Die- 
gueno tribe of San Diego, Cal., to substan- 
tiate her declaration. She said that if the 
red men were as low in mental develop- 
ment and capacity 4s asserted by many, 
they never could have become skilled me- 
chanics and artisans in the few years that 
have been necessary to transform them 
with the proper influences. 

Miss Alice Fletcher of the Peabody Mu- 
seum of Harvard read a paper on “ The 
Star Cult," and Dr. Dorsey cf the Field 
Columbian Museum, who worked with Miss 
Fletcher among the Pawnee and other In- 
dians for several years, spoke on the same 
subject. Miss Fletcher and Dr. Dorsey 
said that they had never found one scin- 
tilla of an idea or expression in the rituals 
or religious ceremonial forms that could 
heve been left among the red people by the 
white missionaries. 

“The Folk-lore of Northeastern Si- 
beria and Northwestern America was ihe 
subject discussed Sy Waraiemar Bogoras. 
He showed how similarities in the mytnol- 
osy indicate the one-time intimate asso- 
ciation of the people of the two continents. 


EXPLORATIONS IN ALASKA. 


Dr. Franz Boas explained what had been 
done in exploratory work along the west- 
erm coast of Canada and Alaska and the 
eastern coast of Siberia, -vith a view to 
studying closely the life and characteris- 
tics of the peoples who formerly inhab- 
ited the countries. The remains of that old 


civilization and the traditions of the sur- 
viving tribes indicate quite Diainily, he said, 
the peculiarities of the race, their mode or 
life, occupations, and pastimes. The com- 
parisons had shown conclusively the inti- 
mate relation of the people of the two con- 
tinents at some former period. 

Following Dr. Boas Prof. McGee said that 
anthropologists and ethnolugists consid- 
ered the work of the expedition in the 
Northwest among <he largest and most im- 
portant and most successful expeditions 
ever conducted in the interests of science 
and he proposed that by a vote the congress 
express its appreciition of the work, and 
extend to Morris K. Jesup of this city who 
had furnished the tunds for the explora- 
tions, its profound thanks. ‘This motion 
was passed with a cheer. 

Alfredo Chavero, Vice President of the 
congress for Mexico, who presided at the 
morning session, precipitated a heated dis- 
pute as to whom honor was due for start- 
ing certain notable explorations in Monte 
Alban, Mexico. In his speech of accept- 
ance of the office, he said that to M. H. 
Saville of the Pmerican Museum of Natural

was due this honor. tg tases. te 5

sentatives of the a 


Mexican Government at 
the congress, arose and disputed that 
declaration. He asked Sefior Chavero to 
make a correction, and to state the fact 
that he had begun the actual work and 
had carried it on. 

Sefior Chavero refused to make any 
other statement, and other members in- 
duced Sefior Batres to resume his seat. 

It was explained by Mr. Saville that the 
expedition for the exploration of that coun- 
try was started by the American Museum, 
a commission for the work having been 
named with himself as head. Sefior Batres 
was one of the members. Dr. Saville had 
outlined the work, but Sefior Batres, he 
said, did the first real excavating. The 
controversy was talked about considerably 
during the remainder of the day, all mem- 
bers deprecating the occurrence. 

Alfredo Chavero is the presiding officer 
in the lower house of the Mexican Con- 
gress. Gen. Batres is Inspector of Ruins 
and Monuments for the Mexican Govern- 
ment. Neither of the men from Mexico at- 
tended the afternoon session.

JURY'S MUSICAL PUZZLE 


Trial of Composer Victor Herbert’s 
Suit Against a Magazine. 


It Said His Airs Were Unfit Even for 
Organ Grinders—He Denies 
Plagiarism Charge. 


Two lawyers in the damage suit brought 
by Victor Herbert against a musical pe- 
riodical vied with each other yesterday in 
trying to make a Supreme Court jury un- 
derstand sharps and flats. Mr. Herbert, 
who is a composer of operas, is attempting 
to recover $50,000 because a writer on the 
“musical magazine said his airs were not 
even fit for street organ grinders. He 's 
represented by Arthur C. Paimer, while the 
fefendant’s counsel is Abraham Hummel 

Mr. Hummel, who says he has taken les- 
sons in music for months as a preliminary 
to the trial, used at least fifiy-seven tech- 
nical musical terms at the opening day’s 
session. Mr. Palmer discoursed with equal 
boldness about bars, sonatas, crescendos, 
and the like. The expressions on the tweive 
jurymen’s faces were painful to look at. 
Late in the afternoon, after the contest 
had been waged furiously all dy, both law- 
yers announced that the worst was yet to 
come. 

‘My expert knowledge hasn't even had 
half a tést yet,’’ said Mr. Hummel. “ Wait 
till our witnesses come on the stand,”’ 

lt is the periodical’s contention that 
everything written about Mr. Herbert wus 
justified; that he is a plagiarist, and that 
his Music is bad. The witnesses referred to 
by Mr. Hummel include orchestral leaders, 
musical critics, and other experts, who will

is any good at composing. 

When Victor Herbert took the stand, he 
declared that al! his operas had been suc- 
cessful, and that he was entirely original 
as a composer. 

‘* Were your operas pure and simple pla- 
giarism?"’ asked Justice Truax, quoting 
from the magazine criticism. 

‘They were not,”’ said the plaintiff. 

Mr. Hummel asked the compuser if he hac 
not been leader of the Twenty-second Regi- 
men brass band. 

‘It’s not a brass band,”’ said the witness. 
“It is a regimental band. There's the dif- 
ference.”’ 

‘““When was ‘The Fortune ‘eller’ pro- 
duced in London?” inquired the lawyer. 

“The year the Queen died,” answered Mr. 
Herbert. 

“When was that?’ asked Mr. Hummei. 
“TIT am not versed in the histery of your 
Queen.” 

“Thank you,” retorted Mr. Herhert, “ I’m 
an American."’ 

Frederick M. Ranken, librettist, said he 
had seen the composer make  certaia 
changes in *‘ The Ameer,"’ an opera, and 
that Mr. Herbert had no other music be- 
fore him while making these alterations. 

Henry K. Hadley, a musician, testified 
that he had visited Mr. Herbert at the Inat- 
ter's home, and that the composer had com- 
posed while he was there. 

Frank L Perley said he had seen the 
composer composing, and saw the music 
written, while Kirk La Shelle, theatrical 
manager, also had seen music written. He 
said Herbert sometimes played the air first 
and then wrote the notes, but at other 
times he wrote first and played afterward. 

Otto Lingur, musician and composer, said 
he had ‘‘made orchestrations*’ of Her- 
bert’s melodies. Herbert had given him the 
scores. It took several minutes for the 
opposing lawyers to explain to the jury 
what ‘‘ scores’ were. 

* You orchestrated, did you?”’’ asked Mr. 
Hummel.

He has 
the mind of the scholar, with the schol- 
ar’s training, capacity, refinement, and 
foice. A graduate of the University of 
Berlin as well as of the University of 
the City of New York and the Harvard 
Law School, his study has been broad 
patient and systematic as well as 
eager. Since the Court of Appeals of 
New York makes its influence and au- 
thority felt not merely in the Empire 
State, but throughout the Union and 
wherever the law of English-speaking 
people runs, it fis no slight advantage 
that a mind like Judge Gray’s should 
be employed in reaching its decisions and 


ties, 


and 


in expressing its opinions. 

It should be plain to all that these un- 
usual and valuable qualifications are 
enhanced by the experience of their pos- 
sessor on the bench. Through that ex- 
perience he is able to do with great ..se 
and certainty much that a Judge less 
familiar with the duties of the court 
must do laboriously and with less cer- 
tainty, and to questions of new difficulty 
he can give closer and more fruitful at- 
tention. His service, moreover, recog- 
nized by the bar and by the public, tends 
to add to the authority of the court; to 
confidence in its judgments, to consis- 
tency in those judgments, and to that 
stability and simplicity of final inter- 
pretation which it is the most important 
function of the Court of Appeals to es-

tablish. It is not easy to imagine any 
office in which ability and character 
tested and disciplined and developed by 
experience are more precious or should 
be so earnestly sought, so promptly 
chosen when the opportunity is offered. 
It is imprudent, wasteful, unintelligent, 
when a Judge of the Court of Appeals 
with these eminent qualifications can be 
had, to take another, no matter what his 
present claims may be. 


On this general ground, we are per- 
suaded that Judge Gray should have the 
support of all voters throughout the 
State who are capable of apprehending 
the real effect of his election. There are 
special reasons why he should have the 
earnest and systematic advocacy of the 
intelligent voters of this city. If he be 
not elected, the city will be left with 
only one of the seven Judges of the 
Court of Appeals chosen from its bar. 
We do not hold that the city has any 
interest in the conduct of the court 
apart from, much less opposed to, the 
interest of the whole State. But it has 
nearly one-half of the population, it has 
much more than one-half of the business 
of the State. It originates probably 
more than one-half of the litigation 
which reaches the court. It is safe to 
assume that the court needs the assist- 
ance of Judges familiar with the condi- 
tions prevailing in the city, with its ju- 
diciary, with its bar, with the complex 
and important dealings of this great and 
energetic community, the third in size 
in the world. This the court has had in 
very limited degree from its earliest 
stage. Under the Constitution of 1846, 
and ,until the amendment of 1869, but 
two New York men sat on the court. 
Since the latter date only three have 
been elected to the court. In all there 
have been but five New York men elect- 
ed out of forty-five in fifty-five years. 
We will not say that this is unjust, but 
surely it is unwise. It would be better 
not merely for this city but for the en- 
tire State that more than one of the 
members of the court should possess the 
peculiar qualifications which, without 
lacking others, a Judge from this city 
unquestionably would have. 


THE WORST POSSIBLE EXAMPLE. 

A fearful, jagged double edge adorns 
the latest campaign argument of Repub- 
lican Chairman. DuNN and hacks the 
backs of them that brandish it. Gov. 
OpELL has been attacked, by Mr. HILu 
among others, for abolishing the boards 
of local managers of State charitable 
institutions, and putting them under the 
control of one official appointed by him. 
The Democratic platform denounces the 
abolition as a scheme for establishing 
bureaucratic centralized control over the 
State hospitals and institutions. Chair- 
man Dunn has discovered that Gov. 
Davip B. Hiuu in his message to the 
Legislature in 1886 recommended this 
very thing, and in 1887 and 1888 re- 
newed his recommendation for the aboli- 
tion of the State Board of Charities and 
the concentration of its powers in the 
hands of a single officer. Therefore 
Chairman Dunn argues that it is not 
open to the opponents of Gov. ODELL to 
assail him for doing what Hruu tried to 


do. 

Do ‘they think that justifies and shields 
Gov. OpELL? Where can he find a worse 
example than that of Gov. HiLtL? An 
Odell organ says that HILu never “ gives 
voice to a single thought which is not 
actuated by desire for personal or party 
advantage.” Nobody will have the des- 
perate hardihood to dispute that state- 
ment. We hear it every day on high Re- 
publican authority that Davip B, HILu 
is a self-seeking, unscrupulous politician. 
But in 1886 he must have been a great 
deai worse than he is to-day, for he was 
hatching plots to. compass his own re- 
election, just as ODELL is now. The pro- 
posed abolition of the State Board of 
Charities was one of his schemes of 
usurpation. He was the Democratic 
Loss, and stopped at nothing in his plans 
to make State offices and executive pa- 
tronage tributary to his personal and 
partisan designs. Any Republican you 
might meet to-day in Chairman DuNN'’'s 
headquarters would make affidavit to 
the truth of this Statement. 


So the Chairman has convicted the 
candidate of being a dangerous central- 
izer and usurper. What Hitt merely 
recommended OpELL has actually ac- 
complished. He is of course much more 
dangerous than his predecessor. 

Chairman Dunw thinks he has tripped 
up Mr. HILu by this exposure. What if 
he has? That gives him no occasion to 
chuckle. It is not what Mr. HILL says, 
but what public spirited men and wo- 
men all over the State say that weighs 
against Mr. OpELi. For making a po- 
litical machine out of the State institu- 
tions he has been censured and de- 
nounced by some of the best known and 
most zealous and unselfish philanthro- 
pists in the community. Their criticisms 
ere not answered by citing the bad ex- 
ample of Gov. H1Lu. They censured him, 
too. 

The truth is that Gov. ODELL is a per- 
fectly cold blooded and relentless but 
exceedingly skillful hunter of power. He 
made the Legislature put the charitable 
institutions into his control. - He had 
planned a similar stroke in respect to the 
prisons and reformatories. Mr. J. SLoatT 
FASSETT, once a Republican candidate 
for Governor, warned him against that 
act of usurpation in a letter which would 
make fine campaign reading. He laid 
his hand upon the Judiciary with like 
intent, and stirred bench and bar to 
anger by his audacious designs. He has 
gone so far in his forays undertaken for 
personal and partisan ends that no can- 
did defense of him is possible. The best 
his apologists can do is to point to Gov. 
HILL as one whose attempts to do what 
OpELL has actually achieved—‘ brand 
him as an unprincipled political charla- 
tan.” If that branding left any visible 


mark upon the cutaneous surface of 
Biay how deeply it must have burned 
intg the physical substance of OpE.u!

/ MR. COLER ON THE CURRENCY. 

The position taken by ex-Controller 
CoLerR in his address last night at the 
Manhattan Club in favor of intelligent 
reform of the currency is a gratifying 
indication of the,interest which this sub- 
ject has awakened since the recent 
squeeze in the money market. Currency 
reform is not precisely a State issue, but 
from the standpoint of Democratic poli- 
tics, both State and National, it is of the 
highest importance that the party 
should take a position on the subject of 
the currency which will again command 
the respect of thinking men. 

If New York should declare for ihe 
Democratic ticket this Autumn it would 
go far to restore the State to its old in- 
fluence in the councils of the Demo- 
cratic Party, and it is gratifying to learn 
that this influence will be cast in favor 
of sound and progressive policies. It is 
of equal concern to men of both parties 
that the leaders of both should be com- 
mitted to sound financial policies, Oth- 
erwise the country is Mable to a tremor 
of terror with every approaching elec- 
tion and cannot count upon the contin- 
uance of sound and conservative indus- 
trial conditions. The Republican Party 
has been backward in carrying out the 
pledges. made in 1900 to put the cur- 
rency upon a scientific basis. While 
the Democratic Party at large has a rec- 
ord on this subject in recent years about 
which the less said the better for its suc- 
cess, there are many reasons why the 
party might adopt a consistent policy of 
banknote reform if it could return to its 
old principles and leadership. Mr. CoLer 
is entitled to credit for calling attention 
to the importance of this issue and to 
the possibility that it will be taken up by 
his party if neglected too long by the 
party in power. 


THE METHODISTS AND ALCOHOL. 

The performance at the meeting of 
Methodist pastors on Monday was not 
an edifying performance, albeit instruc- 
tive. This body, of which the scientific 
status is that of amateurs misinformed 
in everything pertaining to abstract or 
applied science, undertook to discipline 
Prof. ATWATER, who occupies the Chair 
of Chemistry in the Wesleyan University 
and who is also chemist of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. In his professorial 
function it may very well be assumed 
that he is a teacher of exemplary charac- 
ter and habits; in the other it became 
necessary for him as a matter of official 
duty to conduct certain investigations 
into the food value of alcohol, and his 
conclusions are challenged as heretical 
and contrary to the teachings and basic 
principles of Methodism. One of the 
ministers, who doubtless feels very 
strongly on the subject, but has had 
neither opportunity nor, it may be, in- 
clination to advise himself as to the 
facts, disposes of them as follows: 

Let us set our faces as a flint against 
the heresies of this professor. Let us pub- 
lish as widely as possible the exposure of 
his inaccuracies. Let us teach the whole 
truth about this dangerous substance, for 
whose use as an article of diet he permits 
himself to be placed in the position of an 
apologist. Let us proclaim from the house 
tops that he does not represent the attitude 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church on this 
question, and that we stand, as our fathers 
before us stood, for total abstinence from 
alcoholic beverages. 

This is strong language; probably it 
will at some future time cause the gen- 
tleman who used it some embarrass- 
ment. The “heresies” referred to are 
embodied in a book entitled “A Digest 
of Metabolism Experiments,” by W. O. 
ATWATER, Ph. D., and C. F. Lana- 
worthy, Ph. D., published by the United 
States Department of Agriculture. This 
book is the most noteworthy contri- 
bution of recent times to the branch of 
science to which it relates. It represents 
a vast amount of exact research. The 
experiments undertaken in connection 
with this investigation cover not only 
alcohol, but narcotics and foods of every 
kind, and are of inestimable value not 
only as a basis of legislation looking to 
the maintenance of pure food standards, 
but as information to all members of the 
medical profession charged with respon- 
sibility for food provision in naval and 
military establishments, public institu- 
tions, and the like, The statements which 
have aroused the ire of the Methodist 
preachers would seem to be those em- 
bodied in the conclusions relative to alco- 
hol, which are as follows: ‘‘ Temporary 
drinking of alcohol in moderate doses, 
by those accustomed to it, increases the 
appetite and causes an improvement in 
the assimilation of the nitrogenous con- 
stituents of food. The decomposition of 
protein in the body decreases strikingly 
under the influence of alcohol. Alcohol 
exercised no bad effect on digesti- 
bility even when 60 grams (nearly 2% 
ounces of absolute alcohol) per day was 
consumed. The conclusion is reached 
that alcohol is a food and can take the 
place of fat as a protector of protein.” 


Now, either this is true or it is untrue. 
The assertion is made after exhaustive 
experiments by_ scientists whose au- 
thority would give it weight anywhere 
among men who know truth when they 
see it, and who are not in the habit of 
distorting facts to suit their preconcep- 
tions. If the Methodist ministers doubt 
the conclusions of Prof. ATWATER and 
Dr. LANGWORTHY they have a perfect 
right to combat them by experiments as 
comprehensive and conclusive as those 
made for the Department of Agriculture. 
Merely to deny them arbitrarily or on 
the authority of persons who know 
much less about the subject is not con- 
vincing, nor does it do credit to the in- 
telligence of gentlemen who aspire to be 
teachers of truth and leaders of thought. 
Methodism cannot for a moment permit 
itself to be arrayed in blind and unrea- 
soning opposition to the conclusions , 


reached by patient and exact scientific 
investigation. The Methodist Church 
may, if it chooses, disclaim responsi- 
bility for Dr. ATWaTER’s work in the 
study of metabolism. True, no one sus- 
pects ‘t of having any responsibility in 
the matter, and as the claim that it had 
would discredit Dr. ATwaterR’s admir- 
able work, he is probably the last one to 
object to such disclaimer, however for- 
mal. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—-No class of men have spoken either 
more volubly or with greater positiveness 
about the rights and the wrongs of the coal 
Strike than the reverend clergy, and we 
hope we are not hasty or unfair in ventur- 
ing the epinion that as a whole the advice 
from this source has been of strangely lit- 
tle value—in saying that one has had to 
search far among the innumerable pulpit 
utterances on the strike to find a state- 
ment of the case that showed any thorough 
knowledge of the facts or any marked tal- 
ent for interpreting them. Particularly no- 
table has been the lack of harmony among 
these authorities—particularly notable be- 
cause they all applied, or are supposed to 
have applied, the same moral standards in 
reaching their conclusions. Capital and 
labor have both had their clerical advo- 
cates, and neither, so far as we have seen, 
profited by them or could have done so. 
At last, however, a clergyman who really 
had something to say about the strike, 
something that will or ought to set people 
thinking along new lines, has spoken. He 
is Dr. CHARLES JEFFERSON of this city, and 
he spoke at the meeting of the American 
Missionary Association in New London. Dr. 
JEFFERSON did not praise or condemn either 
the miners or the operators, but he went 
deeper—to the very bottom, perhaps—by de- 
fining the direct dependence of us all upon 
a few thousand men to whom very few of 
us have ever given more than passing 
thought. ‘‘ That unnoticed foreigner,'’’ he 
said, ‘“‘ hundreds of feet under ground, had 
by his labor made life comfortable and 
pleasant to millions who had never seen 
him. He has called for help repeatedly for 
many years, but no one went to his assist- 
ance. By refusing to work he compelled 
the world to look at him. He persisted in 
his refusal to work, and little by little the 
pillars of the Republic began to tremble. 
The wheels in the factories and mills 
ceased to turn. The hands of that Slav 
were on them. Schoolhouses began to close, 
that Slav had kept them open. Sick people 
in many an humble home began to feel the 
pinch of cold—the Slav had been minister- 
ing unto them. The poor in great cities be- 
gan to moan, and the Chief Magistrate of 
the Republic confessed ‘ The situation is in- 
tolerable.’ "' There is an enormous amount 
of suggestion in this—of suggestion that 
the great public has responsibilities as well 
as rights, and that the miners and the oper- 
ators alike are, if not what we have made 
them, at least what we have let them be- 
come and be. We have raged against the 
faults and vices of both, but only when the 
faults and vices began to hurt us, as the 
saying is, ‘“‘ where we live.” Our excite- 
ment is belated, and its form is not very 


promising, even now. 


~«-Disguised as a book review, there is in 
this week’s issue of Harper’s Weekly a 
little essay on the punishment of crime 
which may be of assistance to people who 
so thoroughly misunderstand and misinter- 
pret the case of Lieut. RusH, as does the 
writer of the letter on the subject which 
we published yesterday. A crime against 
society, the essayist declares, is really in- 
expiable. ‘‘Men are so made,” he ex- 
plains, ‘‘ that they cannot perfectly trust 
any man who has been discovered untrust- 
worthy, or has confessed himself so.. They 
may honor him for his devotion to the 
truth, and for his heroism in standing up 
and taking the blows of fate, but they do 
not want him about. As long as his past is 
unknown he is safe, and may go on to do 
right, but when his past becomes known, 
then apparently he has no longer even the 
choice between right and wrong; the wrong 
only is open to him. * * * As long as he 
lives, and can be singled out by his name 
or face among other men, society must 
keep on punishing him, and punishing all 
his kindred, if they wear his likeness or 
bear his superscription.’’ There is some ex- 
aggeration in this, and it tells rather what 
is than what has to be or ought to be, but 
the situation it pictures exists and has rea- 
son for existing. Our correspondent saw 
only ‘cruelty’ in the dismissal from the 
Fire Department of a man who had long 
ago been “‘ pardoned” for a proved and 
confessed crime and had since walked up- 
rightly and deserved well of his fellows. 
The pardon did not change the laws, and 
it was not a license to commit perjury, 
while such “‘ cruelty’ as the case involves 
certainly does not warrant the cool as- 
sumption of a deliberate plot on the part of 
our prosecuting officers to conceal the 
truth and ruin innocent men.

DUTIES OF GOVERNMENT 


Opening Address at the Lake Mo- 
honk Indian Conference. 


The Value of Free Comment Discussed 


—Need for Justice in Dealing 


with Dependent Races. 


LAKE MOHONK, N. Y., Oct. 22.—Bishop 
Potter delivered the opening address at thé 
twentieth annual Lake Mohonk Indian 
Conference to-day. He said: 

“Some years ago I said to Mr. Froude 
when he was here ‘I want you to tell me 
what you think we need most.’ ‘ You need 
most,’ he said, ‘a governing class, a class 
educated to take in hand the responsibili- 
ties of the civil and moral life of a great 
Republic.’ 

‘In a larger sense than that in which he 
used the phrase it may be used in reference 
to such an assembly as this. There are 
two kinds of government—government by 
enactment, by tradition, by organized in- 
stitutions, and government by ideas. Our 
danger in this country is in worshipping 
the net and the drag, of falling down to 
the level where the new mechaism of gov- 
ernment is the finest thing in the world, 
and where we think if we can. get the 
mechanism to go quickly and apparently 
smoothly we have done everything that we 
can for good government, good order, and 
the well-being of society. 

‘‘T do not believe it. 1 do not believe that 
mechanism created by human hands can by 
any possibility be of divine authority and 
value, and I submit with the greatest re- 
spect to the people of the United States of 
America that the Constitution which Mr. 
Gladstone said—perhaps unfortunately for 
us—was the cleverest thing devised by the 
wit of man. I submit that the Constitu- 
tion was not let down from heaven, was 


not perfect, and is not above criticism. 
When you have created a mechanism such 
as that which exists in our country to- 
day, it needs forever to be qualified by 
free discussion and by the free criticism 
of the intelligence and moral sense of the 
community. Now it is for this purpose 
that I think this annual assembly. here at 
Lake Mohonk is of permanent value. There 
are, very often, certain high ideals which 
disappear when you set the new mechan- 
ism to work. 

‘*There is a lady in this room who has 
told me since I came here of the condition 
of one of our public hospitals during the 
late Spanish war, and of the circumstances 
under which the Red Cross nurses could 
not get into the hospitals. That was an 
illustration of the perfection of the machin- 
ery and the corruption of the institution. 
The whole hospital system was bad and 
vicious at that moment, and yet it was 
conducted according to the laws of govern- 
ment of the army of the United States, Over 
and over again circumstances may arise 
when it is necessary to introduce into the 
body politic just precisely that element 
of free comment which stands not for the 
impulse of fault-finding and the disposi- 
tion to criticise, which of course is a hu- 
man disposition, but which stands for the 
recognition of the instinct of justice. 

‘*] was in India two years ago, and was 
walking through the streets one day with 
my guide, who said: ‘Would you like to 
see a court?’ We went into a court, on the 
bench of which were sitting two or three 
native Judges and one of British ancestry. 
There were two men before the bench who 
evidently, from their dress and jewels, 
which had a fascinating effect upon me, 
were great swells, and I was told that they 
were Rajah this and Rajah that, and that 
they had hadadifference. Oneof them stated 
it to the court, and the English Judge said 
to the other man: ‘Is that a correct state- 
ment of the case?’ He replied: ‘No, not 
perfectly; I will qualify it when my turn 
comes.’ So he made his statement, and 
one of the Judges said to the first man: 
‘Is that a correct statement of the case?’ 
‘No, not quite.’ ‘ Well, qualify it." Then 
the Judge told them to come back next 
morning at 10 o’clock; and I said to my 
guide, who was a very intelligent Moham- 
medan: ‘Are those gentlemen going to 
accept the decision, because one of them 
will be shown to be In the wrong?’ ‘ Yes,’ 
he said, ‘they will accept it, because it 
will be a just decision; none of the men 
who will make this decision would have 
done this.’ 

“And the man made a very suggestive 
gesture, putting his hand behind his back 
as if secretly to receive money. Under 
native government justice had been bought; 
under this government justice was un- 
purchasable. I confess as I walked down 
the street and felt what the British Gov- 
ernment was doing for India that a great 
many things that perplexed and embar- 
rassed me were made clear. 

‘““Mr. Smiley has said that we are at 
liberty to discuss the interests of the de- 
pendent races, not only of the Indians, but 
of the people in the Hawaiians and Philip- 
pines. I want to say just one word; that 
is, that I belleve the Nation will vindicate 
its right to be, in those cases, just so far 
as it stands for the eternal righteous- 
ness. The questions of schools, of railways, 
and so on, which are foremost in the minds 
of most of the- gentlemen _ who represent 
you and me in the two Houses of Con- 
gress, are all secondary questions. The 
final question is, Are you going to do fairly 
by these people? Are you go ng to stand 
for justice, honesty, and fair dealing? 

“These are questions which, in one of 
those possessions—I shall not be more par- 
ticular—have been pre-eminently the issue 
which has caused perturbation and appre- 
hension. I want to be allowed, if I may—I 
should be reluctant to introduce into this 
assembly an element of discord—I want to 
express my highest respect for him who 
administers the Philippines to-day—I mean 
Gov. Taft. I believe he recognizes that the 
great thing to be done in the Philippine 
Islands to-day is to make the United States 
of America witness for eternal righteous- 
ness.”’ 


MUST SUPPRESS ; LADRONISM. 


Gov. Taft So Instructs Presidentes of 
Cavite Towns, and Promises Them 
a Vagrancy Act. 


MANILA, Oct. 22.—Gov. Taft discussed 
the suppression of ladronism in Cavite yes- 
terday at a conference held there with the 
Presidentes of twenty-two towns of Cavite 


Provinee. 

He told the Presidentes that they and 
their people must unite and work for the 
suppression and punishment of crime. The 


Presidentes promised to organize volunteers 
for this purpose in each town. They asked 
Gov, Taft to secure the passage.of a va- 
grancy act that would reach ladrones and 
dissolute Americans and foreigners. 

Many discharged soldiers and other for- 
eigners make their homes with the natives, 
and the influence of these men is often 
bad. The Government has been asked to 
secure the deportation of such persons, 
but up to the present it has had no means 
of dealing with them. 

Gov. Taft promised the Presidentes to 
draw up a Vagrancy bill covering these 
corditions. 


SALE OF MONITORS DELAYED. 





Secretary Moody Wishes Congress to 
Decide as to Action Regarding Them. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—It has been de- 
cided by Secretary Moody not to sell the 
monitors Nahant, Lehigh, Montauk, Ca- 
nonicus, and Jason, now at the League Isl- 
and Navy Yard, until Congress shall have 
opportunity to get a report on their condi- 
tion and take action in regard to the dis- 
posal of them. ; 

This action by the Secretary is due to 
complaints made by many persons in ¥ft- 
gard to the sale of the troopship Vermont 


and one or two other unimportant vessels 
which played a part in the war of the 
rebellion. The monitors named have been 
condemned for navyal-uses. The Secretary 
has authorized the survey of the old side- 
wheeler Monocacy, now on the Chinese Sta- 
tion, with a view to having her put out of 
commission and sold. She spends’most of 
her time in the mud on the flats of the 
Pei-Ho, and her officers say they would 
never dare to take her to sea. She is jocu- 
larly called the ‘‘ Jinrikisha of the Pacific ”’ 
by the American and English naval offi- 
cers. 


President to Withhold Appointments. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—Only in a few 
emergency instances will the President an- 
nounce appointments before the convening 
of Congress in December. This decision 


has been reached by the President and his 
Cabinet advisers, in order that successful 
applicants may not be put to the expense 


and annoyance of furnishing two bonds for 
the same office within a period of two or 
three months. When Congress convenes a 
large batch of nominations will be sent to 
the Senate. Be 


SAMOAN DAMAGE CLAIMS. 


King of Sweden, as Arbitrator, Holds 
England and United States Liable 
for Landing Forces in 1899. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—The State Dee 
partment has been advised of the final de~ 
termination of the King of Sweden in the 
questions of damage referred to him for 
arbitration arising from the combined ac- 
tion of the fleets of the United States and 
Great Britain in bombarding Apia and the 
surrounding country in 1899, in order to 
stop the war between the native factions 
and prevent the further destruction of 
property. The copy of the award, however, 

as not yet reached this Government. 

The award was made under the terms of 
the treaty of Nov. 7, 1899, which was rati- 
fied March 7, 1900. The method pursued 
to settle the question of responsibility for 
the property destroyed in the bombard. 
ment was the usual one before the estab- 


lishment of The Hague tribunal for the ar- 
bitration of international differences. The 

resent decision is interesting only as re- 
ated to the particular incident to which it 
applies. 

It really forms no precedent in inter- 
national relations, and will have no effect 
on any other possible or pending contro- 
versy. The effort to consider it as furnish- 
ing a rule to apply in possible questions be- 
tween the United States of Colombia and 
this Government is wide of the fact. The 
matter has not been so considered for a 
moment by the State Department. 

The briefs submitted by the three Gov- 
ernments were voluminous, especially those 
of Germany and Great Britain. ‘That of the 
United States was short. The latter made 
qgumeration of the special cases for which 
damages were claimed, presented a his- 
tory of each case, and described how the 
damage was incurred. The American brief 
closed with the statement that the damages 
were not “‘in consequence of unwarranted 
military action, but were wholly justified, 
hence there was no obligation on the pers 
of the United States to assume responsibil- 
ity for any such losses.” 

The English brief sums up the position 
of that Government by saying that actual 
hostilities were provoked by the Mataafa 
faction, and the subsequent military operae 
tions became necessary in consequence. 

The German brief goes very thoroughly 
into the whole history of the troubles on 
the islands. It concludes that the question 
to be decided by the arbitrator was whether 
the English and American action was jus- 
tified because of the necessity for the pro- 
tection of English and American interests, 
life, and property, and if that were the 
case, whether military action was limited 
to the necessities of the occasion. 

The decision by King Oscar, after re- 
viewing the briefs, is in effect that there 
was no warlike condition to justify the 
bombardment, and therefore the Govern- 
ments whose forces caused the damage 


were liable. 
The whole amount of the award is ‘$450,-

American, $77,605; English, $6,285; Swiss,

The remainder of the claims are made 
by subjects of Portugal, Austria, Den- 
mark, China, and a few unclassified.

LONDON DOUBTS THE NEWS. 


The Times Calls King Oscar’s Alleged 
Decision “ Novel and Impracticable.”

LONDON, Oct. 23.—In an editorial 
article to-day The Times says the text 
of the Samoa awerd has not been made 
public, and it seems to be admitted that 
even the substance of the decision is im« 
perfectly known. It will, says The 
Times, be prudent to wait for some au- 
thoritative statement in regard to tha 
purport of the award before crediting 
the assertion that so novel and imprac«a 
ticable a doctrine is laid down as tha 
American newspapers say is implied by 
the decision. 

Other powers, says The Times, will be 
quite as slow as the United States ta 
recognize any such doctrine. However, 
King Oscar has often arbitrated inter- 
national questions, and is not likely to 
have committed himself to such startling 
and unusual views. 


PIOUS FUND JUDGMENT FINAL. 


Parties Interested in the Award Not 
Satisfied with Findings of The 
Hague Tribunal. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—Some of the par- 
ties in interest in the Pious Fund arbitra- 
tion are not satisfied with the amount of 
the award in their favor and have appealed 
to the State Department to induce The 
Hague tribunal to reopen the case and 
amend the decision so as to make the 
judgment payable in gold. 

The~original finding was in favor of the 
claimants for a lump sum of $1,420,682 and 
an annual payment of. $43,050, “‘ payable in 
Mexican currency.” This currency just 
now is quoted at about 40 cents on the 
dollar. as compared to American gold, so 
that to change the judgment as requested 
would involve an enormous increase in the 
total of the judgment. 

Secretary Hay has found that the treaty 
expressly stipulated that the tribunal should 
fix not only the amount but the kind of 
currency in which the award should be 
paid, and he has consequently so informed 
the claimants. 


FUNDS FOR IRRIGATION. 


Receipts from Sales of Public Lands 
Bring the Total Amount 
to $9,500,000. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—The promoters 
of irrigation by Government aid are de- 
lighted by the announcement made by 
General Land Commissioner Hermann that 
the receipts from the sale of public lands 
has so increased that with the close of 
the last fiscal year the fund for irrigation 
purposes amounts to $9,500,000. 

The sales of public lands last year ex< 
ceeded those of any single year in the his« 
tory of the Government. The aggregate 
cash receipts were in excess of $6,500,000, 
It was due to the opening of territory taken 
from Indians. The general prosperity all 


over the West, it is said, had also much 
to do with it. 

In 1897 the cash receipts in the General 
Land Office from sales of land were less 
than $2,000,000. Prior to that year they were 
much lower. Mr. Hermann assumes that 
the land sales next year will be not far 
from what they were last, and about $6,000,. 
000 will be added to the irrigation fun 
making it over $15,000,000. As the interv 
is likely to be occupied with surveys and 
only a few contracts for construction will 
be made, the fund will be five times wha 
the friends of teetgation thought it woul 
be when work would be actually begun.

LANDSTHING REJECTS 
DANISH ISLES TREATY 


Bill for Its Ratification Thrown Out 
by a Tie Vote. 


Result Causes Intense Excitement— 


Two Members Who Are Believed to 
be Dying Carried to the House. 


COPENHAGEN, Oct. 22.—The Lands- 
thing (Upper House) to-day rejected the 
Becond reading of the bill providing for 
the ratification of the treaty between Den- 
mark and the United States, ceding the 
Danish West Indies to the latter country, 
The vote stood 82 to 382, a tle. 

In the voting there were two abstentions, 
The Rightists and two Independent Con- 
servatives opposed the bill. The Leftists 
and six Independent Conservatives sup- 
ported it. 

The result of the vote was doubtful until 
the last moment. One member had not 
taken a definite stand, and it was uncer- 
tain whether two sick members would be 
able to attend. The ages of these men, 
Thygeson and Raben, are ninety-seven and 
eighty-seven years, respectively.’ The death 
of both been expected for several 
weeks. They were bedridden at their 
homes, 150 miles from Copenhagen, but 
were brought to the city, prominent anti- 
Bale leaders being sent to transport them 
here.

Indies to the United States. While this is 
“# great disappointment to the department, 
it can hardly be termed a complete sur- 
prise. It has been known for some time 
that the vote in the Landsthing was going 
to be very close, and it has been doubtful 
whether the Government could con:mand 
a majority, although the best has heen 
hoped for . 

The Landsthing has a membership of six- 
ty-six, and all but two of these members 
voted on the bill, with the result that there 
has been a tie. The House is made up of 
members of the landed aristocracy, while 
the Folkething. which is favorable to the 
sale, is the House of Commons. If the 
Folkething properly represents the senti- 
ments of its constituents, as is believed 
here, there is still some hope. 

As it is, the Landsthing appears to have 
gone counter to public sentiment, but the 
tie vote indicates that at least half the 
members are more or less amenable to pub- 
lic opinion. It is possible that an emphatic 
verdict from the people on the subject will 
have aveight with the aristocracy, particu- 
larly in view of the drain on Denmark's 
resources resulting 
the islands. 

It is possible, in view of the closeness of 
the vote, that the Danish Government will 
negotiate with the United States an amend- 
ment to the treaty extending the time al- 
lowed for the exchange of ratifications. 
This could be done without reference to 
the Rigsdag. But, as the treaty has been 
ratified by the United States Senate, the 
amendment, in America’s case, would nec- 
essarily take the shape of a _ separate 
treaty, and would require approval by the 
Senate, as !n the case of the original con- 
vention. 

There is some reason to believe that a 
few Senators, how mzeany cannot be told 
now. who were opposed to the acquisition 
of the islands last session, but who made 
no attempt to prevent the ratification of 
the treaty because of reluctance to break 
up the order of business at a critical mo- 
ment, may now feel at liberty to oppose 
such an amendment in case it is presented. 
This contingency is under consideration. 


FEELING IN THE DANISH ISLES. 
ST. THOMAS, D. W. I., Oct. 22.—The re 
jection to-day by the Landsthing of the 
treaty providing for the sale of the Danish 
West Indies to the United States has been 
received quietly in St. Thomas, and up to 


the present time there has %een no popular 
expression of feeling or demonstration. The 
local press has not yet commented on the 
matter.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 
AND THE IRISH LEAGUE. 


Letter Declining to Attend the Conven- 
tion Brought Up in House of Com- 
mons—Discussion Not Allowed. 
LONDON, Oct. 23.—William O'Brien cre- 
ated a great deal of excitement among his 
fellow-Nationalists in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday by questioning Premier 
Balfour regarding President Roosevelt's 
letter to the convention of the United Irish 
‘League at Boston, Mass. Mr. O’Brien asked 
Mr. Balfour if he had observed that Mr. 
Roosevelt sent a letter, and whether, in 
view of future friendly relations between 
the United States and Great Britain, he 
could make any announcement that this

. The Speaker promptly ruled the question 
out of order, to the evident chagrin of the 
Nationalists, whose excitement increased as 
Mr. O’Brien continued to press his point. 
He urged that this letter of the President 
was an international fact of the first im- 
portance to the future of Great Britain, 
and that it would not be a friendly thing 
to the head of a great Natjon that his Jet- 
ter should be treated as if the House of 
Commons was disposed to “ avenge an in-

The Speaker maintained his ruling, and 
Mr. O’Brien tried to move an adjournment 
of the House to discuss the matter, but the

Thus foiled, Mr. O’Brien said he hoped it 
would be noted in America that American 
as _ well as Irish opinion was gagged. 

There was another lively thougn futile 
discussion on the subject of granting a day 
for a debate on the state of Ireland. It 
only led to a great deal of straw-splitting, 
allegations of discourtesy, and a consider- 
able intrease in the ill-feeling ever 
The Liberal leader, Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman, again supported Patrick 
O'Brien's request for a day to debate Irish 
affairs. 

Mr. Balfour explained that he could only 
give a day at Sir Henry’s request on the 
understanding that the motion took the 
form of a vote of censure on the Govern- 
rent, and that it was supported by the Op- 

osition as a whole. The Liberal leader, 

owever, disclaimed any such intention. He 
refused to identify himself so completely 
with the Nationalists, although he strong:y 
contended that their request should be 
granted.

Biilow nor any other Minister attended to- 
day's session of the Reichstag. The debate 
on the grain schedule of the Tariff bill was 
continued, but the speakers faced a row of 
empty seats in the Ministerial tribune. 
Count von Btilow has suggsted that the 
Cabinet show its entire indifference to the 
majority's treatment of the bill by simply 
staying away, for the present at least. 

Politicians of all parties are in a state 
of excitement over what the Ministry. will 
do, and all kinds of stories are in circula- 
tion. One that bears a semblance of au- 
thority 1s that Emperor William and Count 
von Biilow considered the situation for two 
hours last night, and that his Majesty 
agreed that the Government was unable to 
recede from its position unless the Con- 
servatives and Centrists first showed a dis- 
position to comprcemise, and that it was in- 
expedient to dissolve the Reichstag. A va- 
riation of the report is that Emperor Will- 
iam expressed displeasure at the way the 
bill was managed. 

All the Liberal papers demand that the 
Government dissolve the Reichstag. The 
Socialist organs jeer at the proceedings in 
the House as farcical, and point to the 
small influence which parliamentary de- 
cisions have on the Government. 

Altogether, the situation is greatly con- 
fused; but the Ministry seems determined 
to preserve its independence and to ée- 
nounce the existing commercial treaties in 
December preparatory to negotiations fcr 
new treaties.

| ANDREW CARNEGIE ON 
INDUSTRIAL SUPREMACY 


He Declares That Great Britain 
Has Lost It Forever. 


AN APPEAL TO THE KAISER 


Suggestion That He Promote a Euro- 
pean Union—Americans Honored by 


St. Andrews University. 
~ 


ST. ANDREWS, Scotland, Oct. 22.—An- 
drew Carnegie was this afternoon formally 
reinstalled as Rector of St. Andrews Uni- 
versity, in the presence of a large and brill- 
jant assemblage, over which Principal Don- 
aldson presided. 

Mr. Carnegie’s rectorial address consisted 
of a lengthy study of the comparative 
erowth of nations in the paths of industrial 
ascendency, with a striking commentary 
cn their future. Of the speech, which was 
replete with notable statistics and impor- 
tant economic prophecies, perhaps the most 
remarkable feature was an appeal to Em- 
peror William to use his influence toward 
the eventual creation of the United States 
of Europe, under the form of a political 
and industrial union. In this way alone, 
Mr. Carnegie declared, could Europe con- 
quer the foreign markets or repel the 
American invasion. France, Germany, and 
Russia, which had already taken joint ac- 
tion against Japan, would suffice to insure 
a satisfactory union in Europe. 

“The Czar,’. Mr. Carnegie said, “ having 
taken the first step toward the peace of 
the world in The Hague Conference, the 
other mighty Emperor might some day be 
impressed with the thought that it is due 
to himself and to Germany to play a great 
part upon the wider stage of Europe, as 
her deliverer from the incubus which op- 
presses and weakens her, the appalling, 
paralyzing fear of war and of ruin between 
members of her own body.” 

Mr. Carnegie, in the course of a glowing 
tribute to Emperor William, said he could 
not help believing that ‘“‘ one so supremely 
great ’’ could “influence the few men who 
to-day control Europe to take the first 


step, not to federate, but by an alliance 
to insure internal peace, which is all that 
can be expected at present.’’ He added 
that unless the powers agreed to some- 
thing of the kind, all they could look for- 
ward to was to “revolve like so many 
Lilliputians around the giant Gulliver, the 
American Union, soon to embrace two hun- 
dred millions of the English-speaking race, 
and capable of supplying most of the 
world’s wants.”’ 

For the best essays on this subject Mr. 
Carnegie offered a Rector’ prize. 

Dealing with the events which caused the 
industrial supremacy, “‘ once yours, to pass 
to your lineal descendant, who bears the 
industrial crown,” Mr. Carnegie ‘maintained 
that it was a physical tmpossibility for 
Great Britain to produce material things 
rfWvaling in amount those of countries the 
size of America, Germany, and Russia, nor, 
he said, would a union of the Empire 
change the situation, “for neither Canada 
nor Australia gives promise of much in- 
crease in Ss or industrialism. All 
thought of material ascendency, even with 
the British Empire united, must therefore 
be abandoned.” Mr. Carnegie went on to 
say: 

‘“‘America now makes more steel than 
all the rest of the world. In iron and coai 
her production is greatest, and it is also 
so in textiles. She produces three-quarters 
of the world’s cotton. The value of her 
manufactures is about triple that of your 
own. Her exports are greater, and the 
Clearing House exchanges of New York are 
almost double those of London.” 

Germany, the speaker said, now threat- 
ened to oust Great Britain even from 
second place. France was not likely to in- 
crease her trade much further. It was only 
thanks to the frugality and virtue of her 
people that she remained among the first- 
class nations. 

Mr. Carnegie emphasized the assertion 
that the most powerful weapon in conquer- 
ing foreign markets was a profitable home 
market. He said: ‘“‘ Invasions of Europe, 
especially of Great Britain, by American 
manufacturers are not to be apprehended 
to any considerable extent, except at rare 
intervals.”” because the home market in 
America took 96 per cent. of the manu- 
factured articles—hence America’s pros- 
perity. 

Mr. Carnegie said that the work ac- 
complished in American commerce by the 
German element could scarcely be believed, 
except by those who knew it by experience. 
The sobriety and determination of the Ger- 
mans formed an example for England, 
whose enormous drink and tobacco bills 
they cut in half. 

Mr. Carnegie described as a dark cloud 
on England's horizon the fact that “in 
twenty to twenty-five years the supply of 
Cleveland iron stone will be practically 
exhausted.”” This, he said, would bring 
dearer iron and steel. 

*“* However,’ Mr. Carnegie added, “ even 
the United States has only a proved sup- 
ply of first-class ore sufficient for sixty 
or seventy years. With the reserve of in- 
ferior grades it might last another thirty 
years, unless the rate of consumption 
greatly increases. But the United States, 
with her enormous extent, has good hopes 
of discovering deposits now unknown.”’ 

In proof of his contention that it was 
hopeless to fight ‘‘ magnitude in commer- 
cialism,’’ Mr. Carnegie cited the supremacy 
of Germany in the speed of Atlantic liners. 
He added: 

‘* Since these lines were penned we have 
had strong proof of the law of surplus. 
To support a smaller market in an unequal 
struggle, your Government has found it 
necessary to give $2,000 per day from the 
national revenue for two Atlantic grey- 
hounds under ‘your flag.

ANOTHER GREEK MASTERPIECE 
DISCOVERED NEAR CYTHERA. 


Bronze Statue of an Athlete Found at 
the Bottom of the Sea—May 
* Be by Praxiteles.

LONDON, Oct. 23.—The Athens cor- 
respondent of The Times says a superb 
bronze statue of an athlete has been 
found in fragments at the bottom of the 
sea near Cythera, (Cerigo.) It has been 
successfully restored by M. André, the 
French artist, and will soon be exhibited 
in the Athens Museum. 

The features of the statue, says the 
correspondent, somewhat resemble those 
of the Hermes of Praxiteles. 


A number of masterpieces of Greek art 
were discovered last year in the sea off 
Cerigo, and Dr. Charles Waldstein pro- 
nounced one of them, a bronze Hermes, to 
be a work by Praxiteles, or at any rate of 
his school. 

This statue, and a statue of a charioteer 
found in the same region, were declared 
by Dr. Waldstein to be the “ finest ancient 
Greek bronzes in existence." 

M. André, who has restored the newly 
discovered statue of an athlete, also re- 
stored the Hermes, receiving for his work 
a very large fee. 


TO AID TRANSVAAL OFFICIALS. 


Lonpon Times—NEW YorK TIMEs 
Special Cablegram. 


LONDON, Oct. 23.—-A proposal has 
been submitted to the Town Council, 
says the Johannesburg correspondent of 
The Times, for making advances to mu- 
nicipal officials in order to enable them 
to build houses for themselves. The 
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plan is that the Municipality advance 
£2 for every £1 supplied by-the appli- 
cant. The correspondent says the diffi- 
culty in regard to the scheme is that the 
cost of building is so high that it is 
doubtful whether any plan will be of 
use to the subordinate officials. The 
builders, who are busy with Government 
and Municipal contracts, seem able to 
charge what they like. 


MR. KRUGER’S MEMOIRS. 


The London Times Prints a First In- 
stallment of Extracts. 


LONDON, Oct. 23.—The Times this morn- 
ing publishes three closely printed columns 
as a first installment of extracts from 
‘‘ Kruger’s Memoirs,” which were dictated 
to trusted friends during the ex-President’s 
enforced repose at Orangelust. 

The memoirs begin by describing incidents 
connected with the Great Trek, participated 
in by Mr. Kruger’s father when young 
Kruger was nine years old, some of which 
he remembers with great vividness. He 
ves a graphic account of shooting his 

irst lion at the age of fourteen, and pict- 
uresque incidents of the struggles of the 
Boers with the black aborigines. Then fol- 
low well-written descriptions of the part 
Mr. Kruger took in the wars with the Mata- 
bele, Zulus, &c. 

At the commencement of the civil war of 
1861 Mr. Kruger wished to take no part 
whatever in the disputes, but, after he had 
been once drawn in, he did not rest until he 
had secured the right of popular opinion. 

The extracts then deal with the history 
of Transvaal politics up to the closing 
period of the burghers’ Presidency, and the 
arrival of the Shepstone mission, empow- 
ered to effect the annexation of the coun- 
try. Mr. Kruger says he demanded of the 
burghers that they prohibit the Shepstone 
mission from entering Pretoria, but that 
the burghers ignored his demand. 

The Times promises on a subsequent oc- 
casion to give extracts from the memoirs 
dealing with the period after Great Brit- 
ain annexed the Transvaal in 1877.

LONDON, Oct. 23.—The St. Peters- 
burg organ, The Svjet, in an article 
quoted by the Vienna correspondent of 
The Times, expresses much dissatisfac- 
tion with the new Servian Ministry, and 
says that the anti-Russian intriguers of 
Europe, whose centre is Berlin, seek by 
every means to make mischief among 
the Slavs and to throw obstacles in the 
way of the natural alliance between the 
Slav States and Russia. 

The Times's correspondent says that, 
So far as is known, Russia has latterly 
left Servia to her own devices. It is the 
prevailing impression in well-informed 
circles that Austrian-Russian relations 
are now much improved, and that, if it 
is the intention of King Alexander of 
Servia to play off one power against the 
other, he will soon find that the attempt 
is futile.

One of the cases 
cited in which his work had far reaching 
results was that of the steamship Pennsy!l- 
vania, in which he succeeded in obtain- 
ing a reversal by the United States Supreme 
Court of a decree by the lower courts, the 
decision establishing conclusively that a 
vessel violating a rule of navigation laid 
down by statute must prove affirmatively 
that such violation could not have contrib- 
uted to the disaster. , 

Justice Van Brunt delivered an address in 
the course of which he said that the me- 
morial expressed aptly and happily the po- 
sition which Mr. Butler occupied at the bar, 
and that all its suggestions were fully con- 
curred in by the court.

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GOVERNMENT BOND HOLDERS. | 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—The report of 
Judson W. Lyons, Register of the Treasury, 
for the fiscal year ended June 30 last, was 
made public to-day. The must interesting 
feature of the report is an unalysis of the 
holdings of loans, showing the umber of 
foreign holders of the United States bonds, 
compared with domestic holders. 

The analysis shows that out of a total 
of $782,924,330 or bonds, only $16,022,850 is 
held by foreigners, and of this latter 
amount $12,578,000 is held by insurance 
companies and are on deposit with the 
Superintendent of Insurance m the various 
States of the Union. These deposits are 
required in order that the poiicy holders 
in the States wherein the companies do 


business may be secured from loss. This 
leaves the individual foreign noldings of 
United States bonds $3,444,850. 

The bonds most largely held by foreign in- 
surance companies are those of the 4 per 
cent. of 1925, (long fours.) ‘The insurance 
companies of Engiand, Germany, Switzer- 
land, China, Scotiand, and Sweden have on 
deposit in this country bonds of this loan 
to the amount of $5,617,000, while individ- 
uals in those countries, together with those 
ot France, Cuba, and Canada, own $250,900 
in _ bonds. 

The 4 per cent. funded loan of 1907 is the 
oldest loan now extant, and at «ne time was 
quite largely held by foreigners. It is still 
the favorite for individual investors, Own- 
ers of these bonds to the extent of $5,)40,- 
450 are scattered over most of the countries 
of Europe and also in other parts of the 
world. Insurance companies in England, 
Germany, Holland, Scotiand, New Zealand, 
and Russia hold $2,765,500 of these bonds, 
while the individual holdings amount to 
$3,174,950. 

Discussing the willingness of American 
capital to invest in the National securities, 
the Chief of the Loans Division, Mr. C. N. 
McGroarty, says: ‘‘ Not a dvilar of the 
bonds issued to maintain the expenses of 
the Spanish-American war went abroad, 
and almost $100,000,000, or na!f the amount 
issued, was in bonds ranging in denomina- 
tion from $20 to $500, the small subscribers 
being given the first option.” 

The analysis further shows that there are 
on deposit with the Treasurer ‘n trust for 
the various National banks of the country 
$428,145,980, and for savings banks, $80,- 
656,070, making a total of $508,802,050 be- 
longing to the banks. The insurance and 
trust companies own $16,809,200, the lodges 
noid $836,840, societies have a total of }2,- 
969,400, and individuals a wotai of $237,- 
483,090.: 

The report shows that during the year 
bonds amounting to $117,240,530 were is- 
sued, and that bonds of the value of $174,- 
881,270 were canceled. The payment of 
$13,000 of the bonds issued in 1865 on ac- 
count of the Pacific railroads is noted. 
This payment completes the redemption of 
those bonds. The aggregate cf bonds stored 
in the vaults of the Division of Loans is 
given at $1,254,219,340. These bonds cover 
all the loans of the Government. During 
the year paper amounting to $267,179,078 
was destroyed.

CONSERVATIVE DISPOSITION OF 
PROFITS. 


Here is a company which earned a net 
profit in a year of $901,049.

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S*District Attorney Jerome Getting Ready 
*. to Proceed Against Resorts That 
Were Raided Recently. 


District Attorney Jerome admitted yes- 
terday that a checkbook found in the safe 
at “Honest’’ John Kelly's resort when 
raided recently showed two payments to 
Timothy D. Sullivan, candidate for Con- 
gress on the Democratic ticket in the 
Eighth District. He said he attached no 
more importance or significance to the 
check stubs that had the name of the» 
prominent Tammany district leader than to 
the hundreds of other stubs that were 
found in the safes. He reiterated his dec- 
laration that there was not a shred of 
evidence to show that the proprietors of 
the resorts had paid. money for protection. 

The check book in which Sullivan's name 
appears had been issued by a bank on the 
west side. The stubs covered a period from 
July 16,°1901, to March 31 last. The first 
check to Mr. Sullivan was on Aug. 1901, 
for $2,365; the second, on Nov. 2, 1901, for 
$1,000. There were no indications of pay- 
ments to Sullivan since the Reform Ad- 
ministration took office. Mr. Jerome denied 


the report that the name of a prominent 
Republican leader appeared on some of 
the stubs. 

The payments to Sullivan were in the 
period of the Summer of 1901 when rumors 
were rife to the effect that a disagreement 
had come between him and the Committee 
of Fifteen under the auspices of which the 
raids were conducted that Spring. The ru- 
mored disagreement, and the inactivity of 
Mr. Jerome and the Committee of Fifteen 
in that Summer, led to renewed activity 
among the gamblers, many of whom rc- 
opened their resorts. 

Mr, Jerome's attention was drawn to the 
fact that there were just three months 
between the payments to Sullivan. 

“ Does it not look as if these sums had 
been paid to Mr. Sullivan in regular yuar- 
terly payments?” he was asked. 

“That would be merely an inference,” 
was the reply. ‘“‘ As I have said repeated- 
ly, we have discovered nothing to indi- 
cate that protection money was paid by 
the proprietors of the resorts which were 
raided last week. My opinion is that the 
money may have been won in the place by 
Senator Sullivan or that the check was 
handed him in paymént of a wager. Pro- 
tection money is not generally paid by 
check.” 

Mr. Jerome was asked whether he intends 
to call the Tammany nolitician as a wit- 
ness against “ Honest” John Kelly. 

“I have not yet examined the papers 
taken from the safes,”’ he replied, ‘‘ Now, 
however, I am going to make a ruthless 
examination into the whole affair. I am 
going to settle the question of ownership 
as a first step. There appear on these 
stubs the names of many men prominently 
known in this city. I am going to subpoena 
them, if necessary, and question them as 
to’ who issued these checks. I am going 
after everybody, and there will be no 
jet-up, I am going to subpoena employes of 
the resorts, and all who know anything 
about them. There are some men I know 
who have been frequenting these houses. 
If necessary, I will call them. I will go 
right ahead as soon as I can.” 

Mr, Jerome explained an earlier state- 
ment, that no evidence of importance had 
been found, by saying that Mr. Miner had 
the check books and other documents, and 
had not told of the two Sullivan checks. 

Senator Sullivan was asked last evening 
about the stubs in the checkbook found in 
Kelly’s place. 

“Why, yes,” 


he replied, ‘‘ those checks 
were made out to me. They were given me 
by * Bill’ Hayes, Kelly's partner. I got 
one yesterday for $1,200. There's nothing 
in all that. Now it you a record of the 
money I’ve lost it would be much more in- 
teresting.”’ 


DAY OF THE PRINCE OF SIAM. 


Rest, Reception of Callers, Ride, Shop- 
ping, and a Visit to a Theatre. 


The itinerary mapping out for the Crown 
Prince of Siam yesterday was that he would 
rest in the morning and receive personal 
friends who might call on him; ride late in 
the afternoon, and in the evening attend 
the Garrick Theatre. The Prince carried 
out the programme to the letter, but he 
spent so much time in his drive that 
party was a little hurried in starting 
the theatre. He was a little bored. 

The Prince came to this country with the 
idea that he had seen something of the 
world. Since arriving here he has been ex- 
pected to admire. The Prince has admired, 
but he believes that there is.a point in all 
good things when moderation ceases. Ac- 
cordingly, when he went through the cen- 
tral part of the city yesterday afternoon 
he went also to Tiffany's with shopping in- 
tent and not admiration. 

‘““You know that one large store is much 
like another,’” a member of the Prince's 
suite said after the drive, “‘ and, really, the 
Prince cannot keep in a furor of excitement 
over his admiration for the country perma- 
nently.

The members of the party were a little 
late in arriving at the theatre in the even- 
ing.

After the performance the Prince went di- 
rectly to his roams and retired early, so 
that he might not be too tired for the visit 
to West Point to-day.

Frederick Dent Grant, Gen. John Holder- 
man, the first United States Minister to 
Siam in 1880, and M. Gould Brokaw. I. T. 
Smith, Consul General for Siam, and Loring 
Townsend Hildreth, Consul for Siam in this 
city, are recent additions to the Prince's 
suite.

Barnum & Bailey Show. 

After touring the world for nearly all 
the thirty-seven years of her life as ‘‘ Amer- 
ica’s World’s Wonder,” Mrs. William Don- 
ovan, a bearded lady who was attached 
to the Barnum & Bailey Circus, died at 
her home, 187 Cornelia Street, Brooklyn, 
from consumption, just after midnight yes- 
terday morning. 

Throughout her career she had been at- 
tached to the Barnum & Bailey shows, be- 
ginning when she was nine months old, so 
soon did hair appear upon her baby face. 
Her mother remained with her until she 
was nine years old, but because of a num- 
her of other children in the. family. was 
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thetic Strikes. 


The general strike of the plasterers 
throughout the city against the ultimatum 
of the employing plasterers’ association, 
which had been decided on at a mass meet- 
ing of the Operative Plasterers’ Society on 
Tuesday evening, went into effect yester- 
day morning. Nearly all the buildings in 
the city, large and small, where plasterers 
were at work were affected by the strike. 
In all, 1,500 plasterers. went on strike. 
This threw idle about 700 plasterers’ la- 
borers and will also throw idle about 1,200 
paperhangers, painters, and others, whose 
work comes after that of the plasterers. 
The union of the plasterers is affiliated 
with the Board of Building Trades, which 
may order out from 20,000 to 30,000 men in 
other trades in sympathy, in case non- 
union men are employed in the places of 


the strikers. 

The following among a number of other 
large buildings were affected yesterday by 
the strike: The new Stock Exchange Build- 
ing, the Hanover Bank Building, Charles 
Lanier’s residence, Thirty-fifth Street near 
Madison Avenue; the Babcock residence, 22 
East Fifty-second Street; the Barber resi- 
dence, 11 West Fifty-third Street; the 
Mount Sinai Hospital, the Flatiron Build- 
ing, Fifth Avenue, Twenty-second and 
Twenty-third Streets; the Childs Building, 
Thirty-fourth Street, west of Broadway; 
the new high school, Sixty-fifth Street, Co- 
lumbus Avenue and Central Park West; 
the Speyer Building, in Pine Street; the 
annex to the Simpson-Crawford Company’s 
store, in West Nineteenth Street, a the 
Macy department store, in West Thirty- 
fourth Street. The Ansonia Hotel and one 
or two other large buildings were not af- 
fected by the strike. . 

The Employing Plasterers’ Association, 
the members of which employ about 90 per 
cent. of the men, held a meeting yesterday 
afternoon in the Building Trades Club, 1,123 
Broadway, to consider the situation. Forty- 
two firms were represented. When_ the 
meeting was over it was announced by 
President Thomson that the employers will 
give out a statement to-day giving their 
side of the case. President Thomson said 
the employers had no desire to cut wages, 
but something would have to be done to 
protect them so that they can run their 
own business. It is admitted by the em- 
ployers that the plasterers are very weil 
organized and that there are comparatively 
few non-union men among them. 

At a meeting of the Board of Building 
Trades, with which the Plasterers’ Union is 
affiliated, yesterday afternoon in Brevoort 
Hall, Fifty-fourth Street, near Third Ave- 
nue, the strike of the plasterers was in- 
dorsed, but it was decided not to order any 
sympathetic strikes until the Arbitration 
Committee of the board tries to bring about 
a settlement. 

It was announced last night that the Em- 
ploying Plasterers’ Association has ap- 
pointed several special committees on ac- 
count of the strike. One of them is a 
Strike Committee and another is a com- 
mittee to confer with architects and ma- 
sons, who are supposed to be in sympathy 
with the employing plasterers. 


MRS. MORRISON’S THREATS. 


She Disturbed a Service in the Rev. Dr. 
Van De Water’s Church—Commit- 
ted to Bellevue Hospital. 


In the Harlem Police Court yesterday 
afternoon the wife of Robert Morrison of 
238 West One Hundred and Twenty-second 
Street was committed to Bellevue Hospital 
for examination as to her sanity. A sum- 
mons had been obtained by the Rev. W. 
Emory Henkell, a curate of St. Andrew's 
Protestant Episcopal Church, at Fifth Ave- 
nue and One Hundred and Twenty-seventh 
Street, who acted, it is said, at the instance 
of the Rev. Dr. Van De Water, the rector, 
to whom she is said to have addressed a 
threatening letter. 

The woman was accused of having made 
threats against many persons who are con- 
nected with the church and of saying that 
she would kill Mr. Henkell sooner than 
have him preach there again. According to 
stories told, she interrupted the service on 
Sunday evening last by going from her 
pew to the altar, and it is supposed that 
she mistook the Rey. Dr. Kettell, who was 
officiating, for Mr. Henkell. 

Magistrate Zeller was interested in the 
ease, and he accompanied Mr. Henkell to 
court early yesterday. morning, where a 
summons, returnablé immediately, was ob- 
tained for Mr. Morrison, who was to be 
asked to explain his wife’s conduct. Mr. 
Morrison was excited when he 7S 
He was told of the letter to Dr. Van De 
Water. 

**} don’t believe it,’’ he said, ‘* because 
my wife doesn't know how to write and 
never did. She may be silly, but she is not 
crazy.’’ 

Afterward Mrs. Morrison was questioned 
by Magistrate Meade. Turning to Mr. 
Henkell she said: ‘‘ You made a charge 
against me, in which you said I had been 
found lying intoxicated on the church 
steps. I was never intoxicated in my _ life. 
I drink, but I know when to stop.” Af this 
juncture the Magistrate ordered her com- 
mitted. 


MR. RIVES TO THE MAYOR. 


The Corporation Counsel, in His Re 
port, Criticises the Methods of 
ex-Commissioner Nagle. 


Mayor Low yesterday received from Cor- 
poration Counsel George L. Rives a de- 
tailed report of the work of the city’s Law 
Department for the first six months of 
1902. While largely statistical, it seemed to 
afford the Mayor great satisfaction, be- 
cause the information furnished showed a 
very material increase in revenues. In all 
there were pending-at the time the report 
was made 15,598 suits in which the city 
was a party, and actions had been disposed 
of at the rate of about 100 per month. 

More than 50 per cent. of the suits are 
for the recovery of wages, a circumstance 
which caused Mr. Rives to say: 

“It is certainly a very discreditable state 
of affairs for the city to be engaged in so 
many litigations with its servants, and 


especially with men who are paid daily 
Wages and are presumabiy dependent upon 
those wages for the support of themselves 
and their families. The existence of this 
mass of litigation is due in part to the pas- 
sage of obscure and unconstitutional laws, 
and in part to the unwise action of the 
heads of certain departments. In particu- 
lar the methods adopted by the late Com- 
missioner of Street Cleaning, Mr. Nagle, in 
dealing with his men, has saddled upon the 
city hundreds of cases involving very large 
amounts of money.

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Testifies at Inquest That John Carroll 
Lathrop Received a Fee as 


a “Healer.” 


Special to The New York Times. 

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Oct. 22.—The in- 
quest on the body of Esther Quimby, seven 
years old, who was treated for a malignant 
case of diphtheria by John Carroll Lath- 
rop of New York, a Christian Science 
healer, began this afternoon in the Court 
House, It was disclosed that the dead 
girl's mother, Mrs. John Quimby, was ill 
with diphtheria, and that Bessie Quimby, 
sixteen years old, and one of the older 
boys, also were found to have unmistak- 
able symptoms of the disease. 

The inquest had been scheduled to tegin 
at 3 o’clock, but when a half hour had 
elapsed and the parents of the dead girl 
and Mr. Lathrop had failed to appear, 
Coroner Banning sent a peremptory sum- 
mons to the home of the Quimbys in 
Brookfield Street. Mr. Quimby and Mr. 
Lathrop obeyed, but Dr. Birch, the Health 
Officer, reported that Mrs. Quimby was 
too ill to be present. Accompanying Messrs. 
Lathrop and Quimby were several promi- 
nent Christian Scientists from New York 
and Mount Vernon, It was said that they 
came in order to furnish bail should it be 
required. 

Mr. Quimby testified that he had been 
married twenty-four years. Of his ten chil- 
dren, three were living, the last to die 
being his seven-year-old daughter Esther. 
His older daughter, he said, felt ill on 
Sunday night. 


Q.—What treatment did you give her? 
Christian Science. 
Q.—Are you a believer in Christian Science? 


A.—I certainly am, 

Q.—Is your wife? A.—She is. 

Coroner Banning drew forth the informa- 
tion that both the witness and his wife had 
the degree of ‘‘C. S.’’ in Christian Science, 
and that they had paid $100 at the Second 
Church in New York for instruction, which, 
the witness testified, was gleaned from the 
works of Mrs. Eddy 

Q.—Have you ever been able to alleviate the 
sufferings of others? A.—Only those of myself; 
I am not a practitioner. 

Q.—Is your wife a healer? A.—Yes, Sir; she is. 

Q.—Has she ever healed any of her neighbors 
or friends? A.—She has. 

Q.—Did she charge them for healing them. A. 
—Always. 

Q.—When your daughter, Bessie, was taken ill 
did your wife exert her powers? A.—She did. 

Q.—What were those powers—some formula, 
incantation, or what? A.—She can tell you bet- 
ter than I can. 

Q.—After your wife had tried her powers did 
you employ a healer? A.—We did; we sent for 
John Carroll Lathrop. 

Q.—What is his degree in the science? 
Very high. 

Q.—Did he say the children had tonsilitis? A.— 
Yes; that’s what we thought. 

Q.—What was his fee? A.—His railroad fare 
and $1 for each treatment. 

Q.—When did Esther’s condition become seri- 
ous? A.—Sunday night. 

Q.—What were her symptoms—did she choke, 
was there any odor from the mouth, &c.? A.— 
She did not choke, but there was some odor. 

Q.—Was any hypodermic or other treatment 
used? .A.—No, Sir. 

Mr. Quimby said that Esther was uncon- 
scious most of the time from 9 o’clock Sun- 
day night until about 8:30 o’clock the next 
morning, when she “ passed on.” 

Q.—Was Esther a believer in Christian Sci- 
ence? A.—She was; she was a bright child. 

Q.—Is Miss Bessie a believer? A.—Yes; all of 
us are. 


Mr. Quimby then testified that Sunday 
night, when he thought the child had 
diphtheria, he had telephoned Dr. Birch 
and told him of the case and asked if it 
were wise for him to go into the room, and 
afterward go to his work. 

Dr. Birch was called, and said: 

“On Sunday night my telephone rang 


and Mr. Quimby informed me that one of 
his children had diphtheria. I asked him 
how he knew, and he answered that the 
healer had told him that he believed it 
was diphtheria, and had advised him to 
notify the Board of Health. 

“I examined the family this morning 
and found false membrane in Mrs. Quim- 
by’s throat and her tonsils badly inflamed. 
One of the boys’ throat was congested, and 
there was some false membrane in the 
throat of the girl of sixteen. Mr. Quimby 
was not affected, and neither was an el- 
derly woman relative who lives with them.” 

Dr. George C. Weiss testified to holding 
the autopsy and the discovery of unmis- 
takable signs of diphtheria in Esther Quim- 
by. He was followed by Dr. Edward 8S. 
Newell, who had assisted at the autopsy, 
and who had afterward made a_ bacterio- 
logical examination of the membranes in 
the dead girl’s throat. The growth he had 
in sealed tubes, and they were identified 
as exhibits “A,” “‘ B,” and “C.” 

“Is there enough diphtheria in those 
tubes to infect the people in this room?”’ 
the Coroner asked Dr. Newell. 

“There is enough to infect a whole com- 
sa ma, replied Dr. Newell. 

Dr. Newell then testified to the efficacy 
of antitoxin, and the Coroner adjourned 
the inquest until 1 o’clock to-morrow, when 
he will go to Mrs. Quimby’s home and take 
her testimony. 

Assistant District. Attorney Weeks of 
Westchester County, who, it is said, will 
have charge of the prosecution of any per- 
son or persons who may be held for the 
Grand ary as a result of the death of 
Esther Quimby, said yesterday that the 
section of the Penal Code that may be re- 
lied upon to find an indictment was Clause 
1 of Section 288. That section reads: 

A person who willfully omits, without lawful 
excuse, to perform a duty by law imposed upon 
him to furnish food, clothing, shelter, or medical 
attendance to a minor or to make such yment 
toward its maintenance as may have en re- 
quired by the order of a court or a Magistrate 
when such minor has been committed to an in- 
stitution * * * is guilty of a misdemeanor, 


NEW PHASE OF SUGAR WAR. 


Beet Interests to Enter the Eastern 
Markets as Competitors of the 
Cane Operators. 


The beet sugar interests represented by 
the American Beet Sugar Company and 
a few independent companies are about to 
enter the Eastern markets for the first 
time as competitors of the American Sugar 
Refineries Company and other cane sugar 
manufacturers. 

These beet sugar interests have shipped 
14,000 barrels of sugar to this market. Of 
this amount one-half is being sent by the 
Alameda Beet Sugar Company tin California 
and the other half by the California fac- 
tories of the American Beet Sugar Com- 
pany. The latter, which is known as the 
Oxnard Company, is sending its sugar by 
rail, and the Alameda Company is sending 
its share by rail and water, so that, while 
the first 7.000-barrels will get here in No- 
vember, the other 7,000 barrels will not 
reach this market until December. 

Heretofore the fight between the bect 
sugar and cane sugar refineries has been 
carried on mainly in Missouri and in Mis- 
souri and Mississippi River points, whch 
could be supplied by the Sugar Trust from 
its New Orleans refineries so cheaply that 
the beet sugar people, who had engaged to 


sell at 10 cents below any price made by the 
Sugar Trust, found their profits dropping 
away. 

This year, however, the beet sugar people 
has kept clear of such contracts, and heve 
even recovered so far as to carry the war 
into the enemy’s Own country. The sugar is 
to ‘be sold in the open market in competition 
with the cane sugar. 

The representatives of the cane sugar in- 
dustry declare that they cannot see how 
the transaction will result in anything put 
an ioe loss if the price they can get 
is 4.30 cents a pound, this price being fig- 
ured on a basis of 4.40 cents on cane sugur. 
The cane sugar men say that the railroad 
freight rates will eat up whatever profits 
there might be. These rates are about (0 
cents a hundred from California to New 
York, which would make the price to the 
beet sugar men about 3.70 cents in Cali- 
fornia, while they can get 3.90 cents a 
pound tn the California markets, an appar- 
ent loss of 20 cents a hundred.

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CROKER IS CROSS-EX AMINED 


Chief Says Commissioner Scannell 


Stopped Inspections. 


He Considered Park Avenue Hotel Fire- 
proof, but Events Changed His Belief 
—Denies Persecuting “ Pinkies.” 


Edward F. Croker, Chief of the Fire De- 
partment, was cross-examined yesterday in 
his trial at Fire Headquarters by Assistant 
Corporation Counsel O. 8.6 Whitman, who 
first took the charge and specification re- 
lating to the non-enforcement of the pro- 
visions of the law at the Park Avenue 
Hotel, and the order of Oct. 2, 1899, discon- 
tinuing all inspections of certain buildings 
of a class including the hotel. 

The chief told, of the conference at Fire 
‘Headquarters, at which were present him- 
self, Assistant Corporation Counsel A. T. 
Kiernan, Commissioner Scannell, and Sec- 
retary Docharty, which resulted in a change 
in the system of inspections. Croker is- 
sued the order to discontinue inspections on 
instruction from Commissioner Scannell. 
The tonrerence was called to draw up a 
better form of order to comply with the 
law. Croker did not know of any inspec- 
tion of the Park Avenue Hotel between Oct. 
2, 1899, and the date of the fire. A report 
of one of July 1, 1899, stated that the law 
had been complied with. The Chief had 
considered the hotel fire-proof. He was 
confronted with his testimony at the in- 
quest in the cases of those who lost their 
lives at the hotel Feb. 22 last, when he said 
it was not a fire-proof hotel, and he re- 
marked that the statement was made after 
the fire. 

Many questions were put in regard to a 
letter from Secretary Docharty of March 
26, 1900, in regard to inspection of buildings 
100 feet high or more and of 9 or more 
stories, and an order issued thereon by 
the Chief on April 18, that year, which 
omitted ‘100 feet.”” Mr. Whitman main- 
tained that if the order had included this, 
the Park Avenue Hotel would have been 
inspected, as it is more than :C0 feet high. 
Chief Croker could not remember why the 
“100 feet’? was omitted. 

On the night of the fire at the hotel wit- 
ness did not look for fire apparatus when 
he entered it. The department, he said, had 
enough appliances of its own. Mr. Whit- 
man went back to the order in which ‘“ 100 
feet’’ was omitted, and asked the Chief, 
who said that it required the inspection of 
building 100 feet high or over. 

“Look at that order and find anything 
that covers a building 100 feet high or 
over.” 

“I object,”’ said Mr. Delany, “‘ you can no 
more require him to do this than you can 
compel him to throw a back somersault.”’ 

*“*I_ don’t believe he can do either,”’ said 
Mr. Whitman, smiling. 

‘**Oh, yes,’”’ interposed the Chief, “I can; 
I can do both.”’ 

Chief Croker explained that some. hotels 
would be reported and some not. Those not 
reported would be those previously reported 
as having complied with the law. 

In regard to the charge of failing to show 
judgment and skill at the Park Avenue 
Hotel fire, Chief Croker said that while 
he did not warn the people in the hotel he 
directed Assistant Foreman Levy to see 
that its windows were closed. He upheld 
his contention that the fire was an inde- 

endent one, and not a result of the fire 
n the Seventy-first Regiment Armory, 
while Mr. Whitman insisted to the con- 
trary, and that there were three separate 
fires in the hotel due to sparks from the 
armory fire. 

Chief Croker repeated his testimony re- 
oe the Updegrove fire in East Tenth 

treet, Nov. 28, 1901, and the Wicke fire, at 
Thirty-first Street and First Avenue, Jan. 
31, 1901. 

Mr. Whitman then took up the charge 
that Chief Croker persecuted Chief of Bat- 
talion Terpeny, and the witness named 
three Battalion Chiefs who, on promotion, 
were sent to permanent commands, and not 
“‘on the fly.” Chief Croker reiterated his 
denial that he deterred Chiefs Gooderson 
and Burns from civil service competition 
for Deputy Chief. On the charge of block- 
ing the promotion of men who refused to 
leave Clifford's ‘ Pinkies” for the new 
Scannell organization, Chief Croker did 
not remember that men not on the roll of 
merit were promoted. The new organiza- 
tion was not formed at his suggestion, and 
he never urged any man to join it. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


IRRELEVANT REMARKS OF PROSECUTING 
ATTORNEY.—In summing up before a jury 
on a prosecution for illegal sale of intox- 
icating liquors, counsel for the State re- 
marked that this moonshine business must 
be broken up, ‘‘Cayton’s murder was 
caused by it.’’ Counsel was not interfered 
with by the court, but on objection by 
the defendant's counsel, the Prosecuting At- 
torney disclaimed any intention to accuse 
the prisoner with the murder. The re- 
mark was, however, repeated, and the 
Supreme Court of North Carolina has on 
appeal ordered a reversal of the defendant’s 
conviction. The court said in part: “* The 
motive of the solicitor in making the state- 
ment is not as important as its probable 
effect upon the jury. The best of motives 
sometimes lead to the most dangerous 
results, and if in the calmer deliberation 
of an appellate tribunal we see that the 
defendant may have been prejudiced by 


the inadvertent act of court or counsel, and 
thus deprived of that impartial trial that 
is guaranteed to him by the law of the 


‘land, it is our duty to grant him a new 


trial. The State lays great stress upon 
those cases which say that much must 
be left to the discretion of the Judge below 
as to when and how he will correct the 
error, either by stopping the counsel or cau- 
tioning the jury; but in the case at bar 
the court did neither. 
jury were too intelligent to be prejudiced 
by any such remark. This may be true, 
and yet it does not affect the spirit of the 
law, which seeks by well-established rules 
to prevent the possibility of prejudice. An 
opposite course would do away with the 
entire law of evidence, and permit the 
introduction of all testimony of every kind 
and description, competent or incompetent, 
relevant or irrelevant, that either side may 
see fit to offer. In all such caséS the in- 
telligence of the jury must be guided by 
the wisdom and experience of the law.”’ 
*.* 


NOTICES IN RAILWAY STATIONS.—A placard 
oer notice posted by a raiiroad company at 
its ticket office, announcing that tickets of 
a certain class must be used on the day: of 
sale, is held by the Supreme Court of Geor- 
gia, in the case of the Georgia Railroad 
against Baldoni, (42 Southeastern Reporter, 
264,) not to be admissible in evidence in 
favor of the company in a suit against it 


by a passenger for an alleged wrongful 
ejection from a train on the ground that 
the ticket had expired, unless it be shown 
that the passenger had eond, Se placard or 
had notice of its contents. The court said 
it did not think that such a placard was 
sufficient of itself to put a passenger on 
notice of the rules and regulations of the 
company in regard to the time limit of its , 
tickets. ‘‘ In these days of hurry and bus- 
tle,"’ continued the court, “* passengers have 
ligtie time to give to reading the notices ex- 
posed to their gaze in ticket offices and sta- 
tions. Very few passengers, if any, stop to 
read such notices. Their usual object is to 
urchase their tickets, and, boarding the 
rain, to depart upon their journeys. It 
would not do to charge them with notice of 
the rules and regulations of the company 
simply because a copy of such rules or reg- 
ulations was posted at the ticket office. No- 
tice of the rule or regulation must be in 
some way brought home to a Saye 4 
before he can be charged with it.

SEVEN HURT IN COLLAPSE 


Partially Demolished Prince Street 
Building Falls. 


Five Ambulances Summoned, Police Re- 
serves Ordered Out, and a 
Fire Alarm Sent In. 


While fifteen workmen were engaged yes- 
terday morning about 11 o’clock in tearing 
down the old Singer Building, at 88 Prince 
Street, just west of Broadway, the second 
floor, rear, on which they were at work, 
gave way, and the men, together with a 
mass of timbers, bricks, plaster, and metal 
ceilings, crashed through the first floor into 
the cellar, a distanée of thirty feet. 

Seven men, most of whom are Italians, 
were injured, three of them seriously. Rosso 
Turco of 243 Eldridge Street, is in the Hud- 
son Street Hospital with a broken leg; An- 
tonio Abbruzzetti of 231 Eldridge Street is 
there with internal injuries and a severe 
sealp wound, and Giuseppe Barnasso of 248 
Eldridge Street is in St. Vincent’s. Frank 
Ferrano of 128 Baxter Street, who was 
somewhat bruised about the body, started 
to go home, but finally decided to ride to 
Bellevue in an ambulance. The other three 
injured men walked home. 

F, W. Seagrist, Jr., & Co. had the con- 
tract for tearing down the building, which 
is of brownstone and four stories high, and 
part of the work was sublet to Austin Gib- 
bons. Frederick E. Wright of 513 West 
One Hundred and Forty-second Street, who 
was superintending the work for Gibbons, 
and Michael Martini, the foreman, were 
arrested by Capt. Byrne and arraigned later 
in Jefferson Market Court on a technical 
charge of assault and were held in $500 
each for examination to-day. 

Neither could give any explanation of 
the accident, but the Building Inspectors 
said that the collapse was undoubtedly 
caused by a mistaken supposition on the 
part of the workmen that the beams 
reached from wall to wall, whereas they 


were short beams, which reached only to 
the large beam in the centre. The removal 
of a part of the support for that timber, 
they said, caused the collapse of the floor. 

A loud crash was heard shortly after i1 
o'clock, and Policeman Gustave Prech of 
the Broadway squad, seeing the great cloud 
of dust rise into the air, thought it was a 
fire and sent in an alarm from the cor- 
ner of Broadway and Prince Street. The 
firemen were soon on the scene and heiped 
to clear up the débris. When it was ru- 
mored that several men had been buricd 
in the ruins ambulances were summoned, 
and five responded, two from Hudson 
Street and one each from Bellevue, Gou 
verneur, and St. Vincent’s. Capt. Byrne 
called out the reserves from the Tenth and 
neighboring precincts, and a force of’ 150 
men kept the block clear. 

When it had been ascertained that to 
men were buried in the ruins the reserves 
were sent back, and on account of the dan- 
gerous condition in which the walis of the 
building were left Superintendent of Build- 
ines RA M. Stewart assumed charge ana
